Registration for the 
Fourth Annual Lesbian 
Mixed Doubles Tennis 
Tournament is now un¬ 
derway, with an October 
1 deadline. This year’s 
big Halloween weekend 
event, billed as “a de¬ 
lightful and outrageous 
tennis romp,” will benefit 
Lyon-Martin Women’s 
Health Services. 


Lesbian mixed double matches 
start Saturday morning, October 29 at 
Mills College in Oakland from 9 a.m. 
to 4 p.m. 

More than 20 teams have already 
signed up, said Rocky Schnaath, 
development director for Lyon- 
Martin. Schnaath will be on hand for 
the big event, “running around col¬ 
lecting money and making everything 
go smoothly,” she said. She will see 
that the many volunteers involved are 
where they need to be, when they 
need to be there. 

Sunday morning, October 30 will 
be devoted to lesbian Pro-Am match¬ 
es, with a fast-serve contest as part of 
the competition. 


Tournament participants are gear¬ 
ing up for some zany fun. 

Players will wear costumes, les¬ 
bian style, said Nanette Gartrell, M. 
D. originator and organizer of the 
increasingly popular annual event. 

“This is one place where you can 
see a nun playing good tennis with 
her partner, a priest in drag, across the 
net from Gertrude Stein and Alice B. 
Toklas,” Gartrell said. 

Two new components introduced 
for the first time last year, in conjunc¬ 
tion with the tournament - a silent 
auction and a Health and Information 
Fair - will continue in an expanded 
form this year. A goal of $4,000 has

Homophobic Honolulu Hotel 
To Be Sued by S.F. Man 


Although other locales, 
notably Idaho and Oregon - 
again - are waging similar bat¬ 
tles, Cincinnati’s importance to 
the religious right has been 
made clear: Robert H. Bork has 
joined the case as co-counsel 
for anti-gay activists. 

In addition, disgraced former 
attorney general Ed Meese III, 
who served under President 
Reagan, will be in Cincinnati 
October 27 for a fundraiser for 
the anti-gay group behind Issue 
3, “Equal Rights, Not Special 
Rights.” 

Issue 3 would amend the 
city’s charter to repeal munici¬ 
pal civil rights protections for 
gays and lesbians, and bar the 
city government frpm address¬ 
ing any gay, lesbian, or bisexual 
issues in the future. U.S. 
District Judge Arthur Spiegel 
ruled it unconstitutional on 
August 9, in language that was 
stronger than that used in a pre¬ 
vious decision against 
Colorado’s Amendment 2.

Gary King, a gay 
San Francisco man, is 
suing a Honolulu ho¬ 
tel after he says he 
was humiliated, false¬ 
ly imprisoned, and 
slandered by what he 
calls homophobic ho¬ 
tel security. 

King says he checked into his 
room at the Hobron Outrigger 
Hotel on Waikiki Beach and was 
taking a shower on Monday, 


September 19 when hotel securi¬ 
ty demanded he open the door, 
claiming he was smoking mari¬ 
juana. 

King says he was not. 

“There was no pot in my 
room,” he told the Bay Area 
Reporter upon his return to the 
city Tuesday. 

“I told them I was in the show¬ 
er, [and] they responded, ‘You 
are not in the shower, you are in 
your room smoking pot, we can 
smell it in the hall.’” 

King answered the door drip¬ 
ping wet and stark naked.

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Kalouche Faces 13 Years for 
Stabbing Stadleman 17 Times

It took a San Francisco jury less than eight 
hours last week to find former gay pom star and 
onetime Campus Theatre erotic dancer Abdelkadir 
Kalouche guilty of voluntary manslaughter. 

The Superior Court jury found that Kalouche 
intentionally killed Mark Stadleman, 61, on 
November 28, 1990, but rejected prosecution 
arguments by Assistant District Attorney Peter 
Cling that Stadleman was killed during a premed¬ 
itated robbery. 

The jury also convicted Kalouche of grand 
theft for stealing and then selling Stadleman’s 
property after he killed him. 

The jury also rejected arguments by 
Kalouche’s court-appointed attorney Mark 
Rosenbush that the 24-year-old French citizen 
stabbed Stadleman, a gay man, 17 times in self- 
defense. 

Kalouche faces an estimated 13 years in state 
prison for the crimes, and deportation from the 
United States at the conclusion of his prison term. 

“I’m disappointed,” Cling told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “But we knew going in that was one of 
the probable outcomes of this case. But the jury 
did not buy his story that it was self-defense.” 

Cling also said that he was “a little puzzled” by 
a jury member’s post-verdict comments to the 
B.A.R. about the police homicide investigation 
into Stadleman’s death not being conclusive 
enough to warrant a first-degree conviction. 

Cling attributed the concerns to an effective 
defense by Rosenbush. 

“There was a lot of defense posturing. That’s a 
very typical defense tactic when you don’t have 
substantial evidence. You talk about something 
else,” Cling said. 

“This was a who-done-it, not a how. That was 
the course the [police] investigation took. They 
arrested Kalouche and in the course of the investi¬ 
gation, he confessed to being the killer,” Cling 
said. 

The veteran prosecutor told the B.A.R. that 


while it is embarrassing police did not find the 
murder weapon during the crime scene investiga¬ 
tion, defense claims of a shoddy homicide investi¬ 
gation were “red herrings.” 

Cling described Kalouche as “a predator” and 
said that he questioned whether he was actually 
homosexual or whether he was simply adapting to 
the habits of his prey. 

The kitchen knife used in the killing was found 
hidden in a bucket in the kitchen area of the apart¬ 
ment by Stadleman’s 
brother-in-law Henry 
Duque. 

Despite repeated re¬ 
quests, Rosenbush has 
flatly refused to discuss 
the case with the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

Rosenbush argued that 
Stadleman attacked 
Kalouche first with the 
knife during an argument, 
when the young man 
returned to the Larkin 
Abdelkadir Street apartment after an 

Kalouche evening spent bar-hop- 

- ping. 

District Attorney crimi¬ 
nal investigator Ron Huberman, an openly gay 
man, credited several prosecution witnesses for 
their roles in helping to solve the murder case. 

“It’s to their credit that they came forward after 
being involved in buying and receiving stolen 
property from Mr. Kalouche,” Huberman said. 

Several witnesses testified for the prosecution 
that they unwittingly bought or received property 
from Kalouche but were unaware that it belonged 
to Stadleman or that Kalouche was wanted by 
police for the murder until they read a news article 
in the B.A.R. 

Kalouche was homeless and needed a place to 
stay when Stadleman invited him to live at his 
Larkin Street studio, less than a month before the 
homicide. T 



Conviction in 
Napa Priest 
Murder Case

A Napa County jury has found defendant James Jennings 
guilty of second degree murder for stabbing gay priest Father 
Ronald Maupin to death in August 
1993. 

Maupin, 47, the head chaplain at 
Queen of the Angels Hospital in 
Napa, was stabbed by Jennings 
when the young California Youth 
Authority parolee went into a homi¬ 
cidal rage after having sex with the 
priest. 

Maupin had last been seen alive the 
night before he was killed at a popu¬ 
lar Castro District gay bar, according 
to a Napa police Investigator. 

Maupin met Jennings in the Castro 
when the young man approached two 
strangers on the street, seeking mari¬ 
juana. Jennings had just finished 
playing pool at the Cafe San Marcos, according to his testi¬ 
mony. 

Jennings told the court that the Maupin offered him mar¬ 
ijuana at his Napa home and the duo had engaged in con¬ 
sensual sexual activity up to a point, but when Maupin 
attempted to have the young man perform anal intercourse 
on him, the young man became enraged and kicked and beat 
the priest. 

Jennings testified that Maupin picked up a knife and he 
grabbed for it, the two struggled, and Maupin was fatally 
stabbed six times. Jennings had recently completed a six- 
year CYA sentence for robbery. 

Maupin’s nude body was found on August 5, 1993 by his 
mother and the wife of a Lutheran minister associated with 
the hospital chaplaincy. 

Jennings faces 25 years to life for second degree murder 
in the case, and will be sentenced on November 1. T 



Kim’s 
Cool New 
Settlement: 
Hongisto 
Loses to 
Corsaro

A United States federal jury 
ruled on Friday, September 16 
that former San Francisco Chief 
of Police Richard Hongisto inten¬ 
tionally violated a lesbian pub¬ 
lisher’s civil rights in 1992. 

The jury also found that SFPD 
Inspector Gary Delagnes and 
Officer Tom Yuen also violated 
Bay Times publisher Kim 
Corsaro’s civil rights when they 
confiscated more than 2,000 
copies of the newspaper from free 
distribution racks, on Hongisto’s 
orders. 

The issue sported a photo 
montage cover, with a caricature 
of Hongisto’s face superimposed 
upon the body of a lesbian 
activist dressed as a police officer. 
The activist held a regulation 
police baton in a sexually sugges¬ 
tive pose under the headline

A Bay Area gay man says the 
American Bible Society got his 
name and address by purchasing 
an ACT UP mailing list - indi¬ 
rectly - and sent him gay-orient¬ 
ed religious tracts as a result. 

But ACT UP hotly denies 
this and accuses the man of 
harassment. 

“We have never sold our 
mailing list to anyone,” said 
Edward Zold, a spokesman for 
ACT UP Golden Gate. 

Lee Leibrock says he recently 
got a solicitation in the mail 
from the American Bible 
Society, which he says was defi¬ 
nitely aimed at a gay readership. 

“How [else] did they get my 
name and address and know that 
I was gay?” he asked the B.A.R. 
in a phone call. 

After weeks of persistent 
effort, Leibrock says he traced 
the leak to Strubco, a direct 
marketing firm that targets the 
gay market, usually for gay- 
friendly businesses. 

Strubco, according to 
Leibrock, obtained the ACT UP 
contributors’ mailing list and 
then sold it to the religious right. 

Leibrock strenuously objects 
to what he considers an invasion 
of his right to privacy. 

Zold, however, offered a 
sharply different view and said 
Leibrock had made threatening 
and abusive phone calls to 
Zold’s home and to a female 
volunteer at the ACT UP office. 

“He was abusive and nasty to 
one of my roommates at eight in 
the morning, and he has been 
instructed never to call my 
phone number again,” Zold told 
the B.A.R. 

Leibrock had made vague 
threats and said he wanted ACT 
UP to do something about the 
situation “or else,” Zold told the 
B.A.R. He said he has com¬ 
plained to city police in the mat¬ 
ter. 

Zold added that he had invit¬ 
ed Leibrock to an ACT UP 
meeting “to articulate his con¬ 
cern and address the group,” but 
Leibrock declined, saying he 
lived in Santa Rosa. 

Leibrock told the B.A.R. he 
lives in Sonoma County but 
works in the city and as a result 
sometimes stays in the city also. 

“ACT UP Golden Gate has 
not recently, nor have we ever in 
the past, sold, lent, or given our 
mailing list or list of donors, 
contributors, or members, to 
anybody or to any individual or 
organization,” Zold added. 

In fact, a membership list 
was being compiled when the 
young man organizing it died of 
AIDS, Zold said. So such a list 
does not even exist. 

Zold had asked Leibrock to 
send his complaint with docu¬ 
mentation in writing, Zold said, 
but Leibrock had not done so. 
Instead, he has been “persisting 
and irritating,” according to 
Zold. 

“My opinion is that he is a 
crank. A lot of disgruntled 
weirdos make a sport of harass¬ 
ing us,” Zold said. 

“I wrote them a check for a 
donation as a community mem¬ 
ber to support ACT UP - that’s 
where they got my name from, 
and I’m not wrong,” Leibrock 
insisted after the B.A.R. began 
to pursue its investigation. 

Leibrock said he was skepti¬ 
cal of what he called Zold’s 
“immediate defense and unwill¬ 
ingness to discuss it. 

“The fart is bigger than the

The Strubco spokesman said 
he did not know if his firm had 
purchased a list of names from 
ACT UP. He said he would 
research it and get back to the 
B.A.R. 

David Geller, chief operating 
officer of Strubco, said flatly, 
“We do not own ACT UP’s 
mailing list.” 

“There are a jillion, million 
ways” a name could have been 
obtained for a mailing list, 
Geller told the B.A.R. For 
example, it might have come 
from a candidate’s petition or 
from credit card purchases at an 
adult bookstore. Persons pur¬ 
chasing a mailing list might 
make a general request, he said; 
for example: “I want all of the 
names in the San Francisco 
area.” 

Strubco is an enterprise of 
Sean Strub, a pioneer in direct 
marketing to the gay communi¬ 
ty and publisher of Poz maga¬ 
zine. T

When The Body Shop, an 
international cosmetics chain 
with 179 stores in the United 
States that did $630 million in 
business last year, opens up a 
shop on Castro Street this 
Saturday, September 24, it will 
hold a gala reception to intro¬ 
duce itself to the neighborhood 
and its residents. 

The store will donate the 
proceeds of its first day of busi¬ 
ness to the Stop AIDS Project, 
and will have the store blessed 
by the Sisters of Perpetual 
Indulgence. 

Across the street and a few 
doors down. The Skin Zone, an 
almost 20-year-old bath, body, 
and skin products shop owned 
by two gay men, will be in the 
midst of its own open house, 
according to proprietor Andrew 
Schwartz. 

“I know that if I just sit back, 
everything will work out for the 
best,” Schwartz said. “I’m pret¬ 
ty confident. I’ve watched a lot 
of stores open and close down 
this street over the years.” 

The Skin Zone will be con¬ 
ducting in-store promotions and 
demonstrations, and giving 
away samples of products, from 
Friday, September 23 through 
Monday, September 26. The 
small shop has been at the his¬ 
toric 575 Castro Street location, 
the onetime site of Harvey 


Milk’s camera store, for four 
years, Schwartz said. It moved 
to its current location from its 
former site in front of the Patio 
Cafe, where it had been for 13 
years. 

Schwartz told the Bay Area 
Reporter that he thought the 


Skin Zone would continue to 
thrive because it could offer 
customers a variety of skin care 
and cosmetic products instead 
of a single line, and because it 
had a steady base of loyal and 
satisfied customers.

Gay Christians Reach 
From South Bay to Japan

A Sunnyvale man is one of two Metropolitan 
Community Church (MCC) members who have 
begun publication of a monthly newsletter for les¬ 
bian and gay Christians in Japan. 

Eiki Yoshikawa, 27, of Sunnyvale and Yoshimi 
Kaji of MCC New York are the publishers of 
Kirisuto-no-Kaze . 

Both are Japanese citizens spending a few 
years in the U.S. 

Yoshikawa, a member of MCC San Jose who 
has been in the U.S. three years, is a translator. He 
majored in psychology at the University of Texas 
in Austin. He said his ultimate goal is to start 
MCC in Japan. He plans to attend Pacific School 
of Religion in Berkeley, leading to his ordination. 

While Yoshikawa is gay, he says his fellow 
publisher Kaji is straight. The former volunteer for 
AIDS groups in Japan has a husband but has been 
interested and active in the gay/lesbian Christian 
movement in Japan. 

Yoshikawa, who writes the “message of the 
month” in the publication, says it is of a religious 
nature and deals with “the Bible and homosexual¬ 
ity.” Ironically, homosexuality is probably more 
common in Japan than Christianity: according to 
Yoshikawa, less than one percent of the people of 
Japan consider themselves Christian. The others 
embrace two major religions simultaneously, with 
roughly 90 percent Buddhist and 95 percent 
Shintoist. 

“The purpose of this newsletter is the network¬ 
ing of Japanese gay Christians living in Japan,” 
Yoshikawa said in a recent quote in Keeping in 
Touch, the monthly publication of the Universal 
Fellowship of Metropolitan Community Churches 
provided to the B.A.R. by the Reverend Roy 
Birchard, interim pastor of Golden Gate MCC at 
1600 Clay Street.

Hallinan To Hold Hearings on SoMa Busts

San Francisco Supervisor 
Terence Hallinan has 
announced that the board of 
supervisors will hold a public 
hearing before the Health, 
Public Safety and Environment 
Committee concerning recent 
police raids on bars in the South 
of Market district. 

The hearing will be Tuesday, 
September 27 at 10 a.m. in the 
board of supervisors chambers, 
according to Hallinan 
spokesperson Andy lives. 

lives said that it was crucial 
for people who were subjected 
to enforcement action, or who 
were in South of Market 
premises when such actions 
occurred, to contact Hallinan’s 
office. 

Police and state Alcohol and 
Beverage Control investigators 
have stepped up enforcement 
action in the South of Market 


area in recent months, accord¬ 
ing to ABC regional administra¬ 
tor Mike Tyrrell. 

The ABC and San Francisco 
Police Department’s Southern 
District Station have been con¬ 
ducting the joint actions, Tyrrell 
said. 

“We are working with 
Southern Station, which has 
identified the area as a problem 
area, ” Tyrrell told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

The ABC hopes to curb vio¬ 
lations by liquor license-hold¬ 
ers, including sales to minors 
and sales to people who are 
intoxicated, he said. 

Four patrons of a popular 
South of Market gay venue 
were arrested by police on lewd 
conduct and indecent exposure 
for having public sex in one of 
the clubs at the end of August, 
police said. 

The patrons of Gus Bean’s 
Underworld at 55 Natoma 


Street were cited and released 
on the charges after police 
observed them engaging in sex 
acts during an “underwear 
party” at the venue, according 
to Southern Station police 
Captain Michael Yalom. 

Police made additional 
arrests the same evening after 
the club’s owner Dr. Winkie 
closed down a private straight 
party at DV8, a separate venue 
in the same building. 

Customers began spilling 
onto the street and those who 
were intoxicated were arrested, 
Winkie told the B.A.R. 

The charges against patrons 
were in addition to administra¬ 
tive actions pending or to be 
filed against the owner of the

Look For Nudists 
This Weekend

Although some leatherfolk would like to display it all at the 
Folsom Street Fair this Sunday, police are continuing to advise 
strongly against it. 

Captain Michael Yalon, of Southern Station, responding to 
queries from the Bay Area Reporter, acknowledges that city 
codes may not directly prohibit simply strolling around nude, 
but he cites two sections of the California Penal Code that 
specifically forbid nudity in public places. 

Yalon said police have been working in full cooperation 
with South of Market Merchants and Individuals Lifestyle 
Events (SMMILE), and have “adopted the same fair policy” 
that governs the Gay Freedom Day Parade. 

“We will assist people in complying with the law,” Yalon

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W hat is it they say about the good that we 
do, living on after us? Or is it the bad? 
Like so many cliches, it’s quoted incor¬ 
rectly as often as not, but for the record, 
the correct saying is as follows: 

“The evil that men do lives after 
them/The good is oft interred with their 
bones.” It’s Shakespeare - a gay man, 
some say - from the play Julius Caesar 
- about a bisexual man, it is universally 
agreed. And it is a thought that - except 
for its omission of women - seems espe¬ 
cially relevant on this strange and won¬ 
derful week. 

Last weekend, marchers in the third 
annual Leatherwalk assembled to raise 
money for the AIDS Emergency Fund, a 
good if lamentable charity here in San 
Francisco. To some of the passing 
tourists the event probably looked the 
way their neighbors told them this city 
looks all the time: pierced and tattooed 
leather-clad obvious homosexuals, 
flaunting their stuff in public. Good for 
them. Good for us. Good for everyone. 

Meanwhile, on the other side of the 
continent, Pat Robertson’s Christian 
Coalition was holding its annual con¬ 
vention. There was little real news to 
report of that intolerancefest: the usual 
gang of suspects was there in full force, 
and the bald face of evil still looks as 
ugly as it ever has. Perhaps it was a good 
thing that the networks didn’t show 
much of the convention; perhaps it was 
decided that keeping broadcasters’ 
microphones out of the hands of the big¬ 
ots was a service to America. 
Unfortunately, that decision also kept 
Americans from seeing the rhetoric that 
went down there and knowing firsthand 
how horrifying it is. 

Some of it was just distasteful - 
Phyllis Schlafley suggesting people 
send the president disposable diapers 
through the mail, and that sort of thing - 
and some of it was undiluted venom, but 
the scariest thing of all was Ralph Reed, 
executive director of the CC, being care¬ 
fully normal. 

Knowing that he was going to have 
the best chance to sneak a sound bite 
onto the late night news, Reed solemnly 
told the group’s members that they - 
“church-going. Godfearing Christians - 
aren’t America’s problem. You are its 
solution.”

We almost thought we heard a 
German accent as he hit that last word, 
but we hope we were just hallucinating. 

Anyway, the reason we mention it, is 
that it seemed the perfect mirror image 
for what was happening here in San 
Francisco. We were marching in our 
chaps, and huddling together to facili¬ 
tate the lesbian mixed doubles tennis 
tournament set for October, and answer¬ 
ing telephones at service organizations 
throughout the area. In other words, 
doing good. And there they were, deny¬ 
ing compassion, equality and social 
responsibility in the name of a man who 
preached those concepts. And yet, make 
no mistake about it, we are the problem 
to which Reed and his well-dressed 
church-going gang think they can be a 
solution. 

Gang Violence 

Robertson, Reed, and the rest of 
those at the conference no doubt cheered 
the news that has-been conservatives 
Robert Bork and Ed Meese have joined 
in the fight to deny basic rights to les¬ 
bians and gays in Cincinnati. The reason 
the two former Reagan/Bush cronies 
gave for their involvement (since they 
couldn’t just admit they were desperate 


to revive their careers) is that it is their 
way of helping to protect that mythical 
family that seems to be so sick it needs 
no end of life support. 

This from Meese, who has been pro¬ 
secuted for his lack of ethics, and Bork, 
a worldwide symbol of extremism: two 
fat old men who clearly fear gays but 
couldn’t get a risque proposition from 
one if they stripped nude during a 
famine and sashayed down Castro 
smeared in Godiva chocolates. 

These people are suffering from a 
withdrawal of cold war hostilities, and 
are getting their fix by targeting us. And 
whether they go to church or not, they 
are definitely America’s problem. 

Gang violence, whether in a housing 
project or in the halls of a legislative 
body, is frightening. And whether Ed 
Meese wears a blue suit or Bloods red, 
whether Bork shaves his head or contin¬ 
ues to leave his chin sadly unshaven, 
they are prototypical gang members. 

Maybe that’s one reason the far right 
fought the crime bill so hard: they know 
they would be its primary focus in a sane 
and compassionate society. 

The last word, fittingly, is also from 
Julius Caesar: “O judgement! Thou art 
fled to brutish beasts/And men have lost 
their reason.” ▼

In Me, Not In Vitro 


ecently, Western medicine has focused 
attention on “long-term survivors,” obvi¬ 
ously forced to address growing numbers 
of both HIV- and AIDS-survival individ¬ 
uals who evidently took better care of 
themselves and made some informed 
decisions regarding choice of treatments. 
Researchers are most interested, of 
course, in those rare patients who contin¬ 
ue to survive with a full AIDS diagnosis; 
however, since the majority consensus 
still maintains that HIV infection leads to 
AIDS, and eventually to death, the grow¬ 
ing numbers of HIV-positive individuals 
who remain asymptomatic as the years 
press on are also “of interest.” 

They are also quite an embarrassment 
to the AIDS orthodoxy, since each year 
adds to the total number survived, and 
many cases aren’t progressing to AIDS. 

So researchers are forced to address 
these growing anomalies, an escalating 
contradiction of their still unproved theo¬ 
ry, and have very cleverly decided to turn 
it around and us it as their HIV reinforce¬ 
ment ploy. All of these “long-term stud¬ 
ies” are only focusing on one narrow 
aspect: how these individuals survive the 
virus; what is it that gives these patients 
resistance to the virus? They poke and 
prod us like so many laboratory rats (not 
just here but with all of these AIDS stud¬ 
ies), concerned only with this one small 
component of survival. 

To those of us who are firmly behind 
Professor Peter Duesberg and the grow¬ 
ing number of scientists joining forces 
with him, this appears to be, of course, a 


charade. Will researchers study extended 
medical histories, whether toxic antiviral 
therapies were involved, how many alter¬ 
native theories are in use, and how 
patients using more alternative healing 
compare to those on combination antivi¬ 
ral therapy? (Now there’s a. study that 
could set things straight!) And what 
about diet, and exercise, which are 
known to be powerful therapies, particu¬ 
larly in the elderly (and also for the pre¬ 
mature elderly - AIDS being a case of 
premature age)? Or will they be looking 
simply at macrophages and platelet 
counts, at charts and graphs, uncon¬ 
cerned with the effective health therapies 
that caused these blood profiles? 

True documentation of survival must 
incorporate all of the survivors’ lifestyle 
factors (that awful word that so disturbs 
Duesberg critics), from whether or not 
you were breast-fed - which is finally 
getting the correct attention by immunol¬ 
ogists - down to how many vaccines and 
childhood diseases you’ve endured. 

The true immune picture involves 
both things we did for our health and 
things we chose not to do (AZT?). 
Prevention of AIDS involves much more 
than simply putting on a condom! 
Knowing when to “clean up the old act” 
and discard bad habits acquired in our 
wild twenties - a lifetime of pizza, 
donuts, lattes, and often recreational 
drugs, adding insult to injury, as if our 
bodies are made of cast iron or some¬ 
thing - can make a huge difference. The 
more we procrastinate and ignore the 


signs due to addictions, the more dam¬ 
age occurs. 

Have you used excessive amounts of 
antibiotics over the years? Did you take 
years of allergy relief medication, 
painkillers, sleep aids, or antacids that 
would slowly weaken your liver? 
Inevitably those persons who have used 
less cumulative medication over the years 
live longer. This, of course, is in direct 
conflict with the powerful drug industry’s 
agenda. If Duesberg critics could only 
understand that “drug-abusive lifestyle” 
can also include non-recreational drugs, 
particularly those with toxic side effects, 
then maybe the gay community could 
organize its very powerful political voice 
in support of Duesberg and the direction 
in which a cure lies. 

It is too bad our community can’t 
organize and fight the pharmaceutical 
demon with some observations, anec¬ 
dotes, and data of our own, being in the 
unique position of direct personal obser¬ 
vation. Considering still another unpro¬ 
ductive AIDS conference (which out of 
embarrassment will be now held every 
other year), it must be stressed that the 
wisdom of the survivor - the front line in 
the battle against AIDS - is the only suc¬ 
cess here, with our collective individual 
observations treating the illness, AIDS, 
not HIV in vitro\ 

Let’s do a long-term survival study of 
our own and pay close attention to those 
in our community who have made 
changes and are therefore still around. 
The numbers are mounting! ▼

So Near, and Yet So AmFAR 

As a knowledgeable and influential member of 
the Bay Area press, your columnist Michael 
Botkin, was invited to participate in a round table 
of researchers and journalists, “Future Directions 
in HIV Care: Individualized Patient Therapy,” a 
meeting I co-chaired in New York City. Mr. 
Botkin’s article (“Lunch With LaRoche,” Bay Area 
Reporter, July 28,1994), contains some serious 
inaccuracies, which I would like to address. 

As Mr. Botkin explains, the meeting was co¬ 
sponsored by Hoffmann-La Roche and AmFAR. 
However, other than Dr. Juergen Drews, 
Hoffmann-La Roche’s president of international 
research and development, co-chair of the event 
and welcoming speaker, none of the presenters 
were “LaRoche-affiliated,” contrary to what is stat¬ 
ed in the article. In addition to myself, the princi¬ 
pal speakers were Dr. Melanie Thompson of the 
AIDS Research Consortium of Atlanta, an inde¬ 
pendent, non-profit, community-based research 
organization; Dr. Paul Palumbo of the University 
of Medicine of New Jersey; and Dr. Victoria 
Johnson of the Department of Medicine at the 
University of Alabama. Furthermore, the meeting 
did not focus on Roche’s AIDS-related products, 
i.e., zalcitabine (dideoxycytidine or ddC) and their 
HIV RNA-PCR based quantitative assay. 
Discussion included data from research in a variety 
of drugs and techniques, including the branch 
DNA (bDNA) quantitative assay, which is being 
developed by a Roche competitor, the Chiron 
Corporation. 

The purpose of the meeting was to afford key 
journalists the opportunity to hear about progress 
being made in the development of individualized 
treatment strategies for persons living with HIV 
and AIDS. Optimizing individualized care depends 
on the availability of better ways to measure HIV 
patients’ well-being and their response to treat¬ 
ments - whether antiviral or homeopathic - before 
their health has deteriorated. 

In AIDS, this is a crucial and urgent challenge. 
CD4 counts are limited, at best, in predicting an 
individual’s disease progression or response to 
treatment. HIV virus load and replication measure¬ 
ments, including RNA-PCR and bDNA, are 
emerging as promising tools in HIV care. 
(Interestingly, this was a common point of agree¬ 
ment at the recent International AIDS Conference 
in Yokohama, Japan.) This is good news for people 
living with HIV/AIDS and their loved ones, 
because these new techniques may eventually help 


increase quality of life and survival. 

We are not yet at the point where there is deci¬ 
sive information documenting or discounting 
potential benefits of new quantitative techniques. 
Therefore, I strongly stated at the meeting the need 
for controlled clinical trials to test the validity of 
quantitative viral load as a marker to indicate a 
patient’s response to treatment. I did not, as Mr. 
Botkin writes, state that viral load “accurately pre¬ 
dicts the clinical progression of HIV disease.” At 
this time, such a statement would be premature, 
although the limited information now available 
suggests that it may be more useful than CD4 
counts for this purpose. Furthermore, I have not 
and will not “pitch accelerated approval” of drugs 
or treatments for HIV disease and its devastating 
opportunistic infections, without appropriate clini¬ 
cal trials and data to support their benefit to HIV 
patients. 

Mr. Botkin seemed to be offended by what he 
perceived to be lavish food and locale, naively sug¬ 
gesting that the money would have been better 
spent providing free ddC (which Hoffmann-La 
Roche is already doing, conference or not). 
AmFAR agreed to co-sponsor this event because it 
was a useful service for journalists who are now 
spreading the word of progress being made in 
AIDS research - and the hope that implies - to 
thousands of people living with HIV. I believe that 
to be a worthwhile investment of time and money. 
(Mr. Botkin noted correctly that Hoffmann-La 
Roche underwrote the event.) 

I regret that Mr. Botkin was not impressed with 
the presentations. Perhaps, as a well-informed 
member of the community, he had heard it all 
before. I, on the other hand, believe the meeting 
was a success. Because of this event, articles have 
appeared in local and national venues, informing 
thousands of people living with HIV/AIDS of the 
potential for individualized patient therapy in 
AIDS. Furthermore, the journalists who attended 
the meeting should have a clearer understanding of 
the current state of research in this area, and this 
should assist them as they continue their work 
informing the public.

Michael Botkin responds: 

Dr. Cooper claims that Drs. Thompson, 
Palumbo, and Johnson are not “LaRoche affiliat¬ 
ed.” All of those doctors are currently principal 
investigators of major studies being done on 
LaRoche products; this binds their allegiance as 
fully as if they were on the official corporate pay¬ 
roll, and Dr. Cooper knows it. 

She further claims that AmFAR sponsored the 
event as a “useful service to journalists.” 
Whatever their intentions, it ended up being little 
more than a public relations plug for their corpo¬ 
rate cosponsor. AmFAR should be spending its 
money on innovative and non-traditional research; 

I was dismayed to see them merely seconding the 
traditional dead-end corporate agenda and doubly 
dismayed to find them acting as LaRoche's 
unabashed shill. 

Finally, Dr. Cooper believes that my column 
“naively suggests” that the money spent on “lav¬ 
ish food and locale ” would have been better spent 
on free ddC. She either did not read my piece care¬ 
fully or has no sense of humor, possibly both. 
Although I jokingly gave cost estimates pegged to 
a hypothetical antiviral (not ddC, as Cooper 
claims - does she get a product-placement fee 
every time she slips the name of a LaRoche drug 
into print?), I nowhere complained that the money 
would be better spent on it. 

For the record, I have sampled both a Hoffman- 
LaRoche sponsored buffet and their nucleoside 
analog, ddC, and consider the former a far superi¬ 
or bargain to the latter. If anything, the money cur¬ 
rently spent on ddC should be invested instead in 
some of that wonderful tuna salad, rather than vice 
versa.

Friends and Enemies 

ACT-UP Golden Gate interrupted Peter 
Duesberg’s misleading diatribe at Unity Expo in 
order to prevent his dangerous campaign of misin¬ 
formation about HIV and AIDS from continuing 
unchallenged, and to provide more scientifically 
sound information to those attending his “perfor¬ 
mance.” (I won’t insult my colleagues by calling it 
a lecture.) I participated in this action, and would 
like to respond to Keith Watson’s letter ( BAR 
September 8). 

Watson’s statement “sometimes your enemies 
pose as your friends” was apparently meant as a 
slam of ACT-UP’s action, yet this statement 


describes Duesberg and his supporters perfectly. Is 
anyone who gets up to proclaim “HIV does not 
cause AIDS which does not equal death” going to 
be lionized, simply because that would be wel¬ 
come news for many of us struggling with AIDS ? 
As appealing as this equation may be, there is the 
simple problem of what is true and what is false, 
what theories have been supported by scientific 
experiments, and clinical and epidemiological 
studies. All of the evidence to date supports HIV as 
the causative agent of AIDS. Watson rails “where 
the fuck is the logic in this” because Duesberg has 
been condemned while Mary Fisher has been “dei¬ 
fied.” There is no logic involved in supporting 
Duesberg. 

It is incredibly misleading to lend credence to 
Duesberg by noting, as Watson does, that he “is 
one of the original retroviriologists, a member of 
the National Academy of Sciences.” Does this 
make whatever drops out of his mouth true? Dues¬ 
berg is not an AIDS expert. He has conducted no 
laboratory, clinical, or epidemiological research on 
AIDS or HIV, and has no professional expertise 
regarding the human immune system. His publica¬ 
tions on AIDS are simply editorials: opinion pieces 
that are not based on data collected through labo¬ 
ratory or clinical research. His opinions have been 
debated and refuted and discredited by scientists 
and AIDS activists alike. Duesberg’s performance 
at Unity Expo is not an example of letting all 
points of view have their say, and letting people 
make up their own minds. This would be true if 
Duesberg made any effort to distinguish between 
fact and opinion. But he does not; hidden behind 
the mantle of his title and position at UC Berkeley 
and science sound bites is an incredible blend of 
selective representation, wishful thinking, and 
downright lies. 

By giving him a public forum and any hint of 
credibility, Duesbergites undermine the efforts of 
AIDS educators to call for safe sex, and also the 
efforts of scientists and doctors who are sincerely 
trying to understand HIV and AIDS, in order to 
cure the infected, manage the disease until there is 
a cure, and prevent the further incursion of this epi¬ 
demic. Duesberg certainly does not “respect our 
lives,” as Watson claims. Rather, it is the height of 
disrespect to misinform and mislead people about 
HIV and its relationship to AIDS. The issue is not, 
as Watson seems to think, whether or not Duesberg 
is homophobic. At this point, I could care less what 
his politics are and what he says about his support 
of gay rights. It is more important to realize that he 
is lying to us about HIV and he is citing outdated 
and discredited studies. He is encouraging us to 
have unsafe sex and disregard the HIV antibody 
test as a predictor for AIDS. In short, he suggests 
we risk our lives, just in case his guesses are right. 

This is an enemy posing as a friend. ACT-UP is 
not your enemy; if you want to protest Mary Fisher 
go ahead and organize it. But please tell the truth 
when you want to complain; the police were not 
called at Unity Expo. We were asked to leave by 
private security and did so peacefully. Please also 
learn the truth about HIV. Duesberg may offer a 
“message of hope,” but it is a false hope. There are 
thousands of scientists and activists who are work¬ 
ing fervently to make it a true statement that HFV 
does not equal death. Why don’t you join us 
instead of slamming us? At least get your informa¬ 
tion right; call 252-9275 ACT-UP/Golden Gate or 
558-9051 Project Inform Hotline.

Noo Yawkers Pick Up Yet 
Another California Trend 


O nce again follow¬ 
ing the lead of 
California, Dem¬ 
ocratic party vot¬ 
ers in last week’s 
New York state primary nomi¬ 
nated a politically active lesbian, 
Karen Burstein, as their choice

for state Attorney General. 
Burstein, a 52-year-old attorney, 
will also be the official nominee 
of the N.Y. Liberal Party, giving 
her two lines on the November 
ballot. 

A win by Burstein in the gen¬ 
eral election would not only 
make her the first homosexual to 
win a statewide election in the 
Empire State, but she would also 
become the first-ever woman to 
win a statewide office in New 
York. And running on a ticket 
with Governor Mario Cuomo 
and U. S. Senator Daniel Moy- 
nihan, she is given at least an 
even chance of defeating her 
conservative Republican oppo¬ 
nent. 

Burstein’s nomination, cou¬ 
pled with the nomination of 
Tony Miller for California 
Secretary of State, makes both 
Democrats the only two mem¬ 
bers of the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity to be nominated by a 
major political party for 
statewide contests in the coun¬ 
try. Gay men and lesbians have, 
however, been nominated in a 
number of congressional races 
and state legislative contests in 
numerous states this year, 
including both California and 
New York. 

Governor Pete Wilson again 
proved he is anti-gay and a true 
political enemy of the communi¬ 
ty when, as expected, he vetoed 
AB 2810, the legislation that 
would have allowed those in 
long-term relationships, mainly 
senior-citizen couples who fear 
losing Social Security benefits if 
they marry, and gay couples, to 
visit one another in the hospital 
and assume conservatorship if 
one partner is incapacitated. The 
bill would have also made it eas¬ 
ier for a surviving partner to 
inherit joint property. Wilson 
used the excuse that the state 
should not encourage “some 
substitute” for marriage as the 
reason. Never mind. Governor, 
that over 60 percent of 
California marriages end in 
divorce. Wilson clearly saw AB 


2810 as Lou Sheldon saw it, 
some kind of “special rights” for 
gays, so it had to go. 

Question: will the gay and 
lesbian Republicans in this state 
finally say they’ve had enough 
of this anti-gay governor, or will 
they once again make excuses 
for him and help re-elect him? I 
am told that the Log Cabin Club 
(predominantly gay and lesbian) 
has publicly said they will not 
endorse Wilson this election; I 
hope gay and lesbian 
Republican activists will not 
once again turn the other cheek. 
Better they should tell this 
homophobe to get lost, and even

though the idea might not be 
attractive to them, pull the lever 
for Brown, who has publicly 
said that, if governor, she would 
have made AB 2810 law. (Give 
me a call and let’s talk about this 
one, Chris.) 

Meanwhile, a recent L.A. 
Times poll shows Wilson now 
leading Brown by about nine 
percentage points, but this one is 
far from over. Wilson has appar¬ 
ently decided that, if ahead, 
don’t debate. Smart theory to be 
sure, but chicken-shit politics. 
Lest Wilson think he has this 
thing won, however, he should 
note that the same L. A. Times 
poll has him with only a 44 per¬ 
cent job approval rating, and a 
whopping 63 percent of those 
asked say they think California 
is headed in the wrong direction. 
Couple this with the fact that 
most of the governor’s conserv¬ 
ative base still intensely dislike 
the guy and many will stay at 
home, and this race is still 
Kathleen Brown’s to win. 
Brown has to make a good case 
for her candidacy, and she still 


has time to do it, providing those 
handling her campaign wake up 
and get her campaign really 
moving.

What About Human Rights at Home?

hat a week for 
international 
peace and jus¬ 
tice!

“consultative sta¬ 
tus,” ILGA sev¬ 
ered all ties with 
pedophile 
groups, giving 
the boot to orga¬ 
nizations like 
the North 
American 
Man-Boy Love 
Associ ation 
(NAMBLA). 

But this time 
around, ac¬ 
cording to 
The New York 
Times, “when 
asked by the 
United 
States to 
vouch that 
none of its 
members 
condoned 
such be¬ 
havior, the 
Inter¬ 
national 
Lesbian 
and Gay 
Association said 
it could not.” 

What kind of a standard is 
that? Is there a nation out there 
which can claim that none of its 
citizens condone, let alone 
practice, pedophilia? It’s high 
time we start making the 
straight community answer for 
its love of the nubile. Was it 
maturity that Joey Buttafuoco 
was looking for in Amy Fisher? 
Did a gay man or lesbian write 
Lolita ? Has anyone looked at 
the standard of female beauty in 
this country lately? 

Don’t tell me gay men are 
the ones seeking prepubescent 
flesh when the waif look is 
back with the anorexic 
vengeance it has today. Would 
somebody please feed Kate 
Moss or stop setting her up as a 
sex symbol? 

And isn’t it good of us to be 
so willing to export our ideals 
and consumer items to other 
countries - well, at least those 
where freedom and democracy 
reign. 

By arguing that pedophilia is 
inconsistent with the UN 
Charter’s provisions on the 
rights of children, the US 
secured ILGA’s suspension. 
The twelve-month period fol¬ 
lowing Clinton’s election was 
marked by 132 attempts in 41 
states to restrict the rights of 
gay men and lesbians through 
ballot initiatives, court deci¬ 
sions, local ordinances, curricu¬ 
lar controversies, and attempts 
at censorship - yet our govern¬ 
ment sees itself as a beacon of 
justice. What kind of beacon 
allows one senator backed by 
an industry as toxic and dishon¬ 
est as tobacco to line up enough 
votes to staple riders of anti-gay 
bigotry onto every appropria¬ 
tions bill that comes down the 
legislative drainpipe? 

And which children’s rights 
are protected in this country 
when gay and lesbian youth 
constitute 25 percent of all 
youth living on the street? Or 
when 53 percent of transsexual 
youths surveyed indicate that 
they have attempted suicide? 
Whose rights are protected 
when local censorship and con¬ 
gressional amendments ban all 
queer-positive programs from 
public schools? What is Senator 
Helms doing to protect lesbian, 
gay, and bisexual youth from 
the isolation and abuse that 
causes them to drop out of 
school and leave home? 

Sanctions and threats show 
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that 

we, as a country, 
wouldn’t want to do business 
with governments that allow 
tyranny or oppression in any 
forms. Therefore, it will be 
interesting to see what bold 
stands we take when President 
Clinton finally gets around to 
reading the two books I am 
sending him this week: WAC 
Stats: The Facts About Women 
and Gay and Lesbian Stats: A 
Pocket Guide of Facts and 
Figures - both from The New 
Press and serving as references 
for this article. 

What will happen when 
President Clinton discovers that 
police officially recorded 4,835 
dowry deaths in India in 1990, 
or when he reads that a large 
Bombay hospital found that 
95.5 percent of fetuses identi¬ 
fied as female were aborted? 

I’m sure our troops will be 
put on alert when their 
Commander-in-Chief learns 
that doctors estimate that in 
areas where antibiotics are not 
available in Sudan, approxi¬ 
mately one-third of all girls die 
due to female circumcision, 
especially infibulation (vaginal 
stitching). 

And, if the United Nations 
could put sanctions on Haiti, I 
wonder how our Ambassador 
will urge the General Assembly 
to respond to the UN’s own 
data on violence against 
Vietnamese boat people, which 
indicates that 39 percent of 
women are abducted and/or 
raped by pirates while at sea. 

Where will Jimmy Carter, 
Senator Nunn, and General 
Powell be sent next? Perhaps 
they’ll be off to Chile to negoti¬ 
ate an end to that country’s 
compulsory HIV testing of all 
gay men. Maybe the trio will 
head for the eight countries 
where Islamic law applies and 
defend the rights of men con¬ 
demned to death for engaging 
in homosexual acts. Or perhaps 
they will do a 20-state tour of 
duty through the land of the 
free and the home of the brave, 
urging the repeal of the sodomy 
laws still in effect in these 
United States. 

How fitting it is that the 50- 
year anniversary of the signing 
of the United Nations Charter 
will be commemorated right 
here in San Francisco next 
June. Do we have a parade 
theme yet? ▼

Exercise Cuts Breast Cancer Risk

SAN FRANCISCO - In the 
first such study, researchers 
reported Tuesday, September 20 
that regular exercise substantial¬ 
ly reduced the risk of breast can¬ 
cer in young women. 

Four or more hours of activi¬ 
ty a week during the reproduc¬ 
tive years decreased the risk by 
as much as 60 percent, the sci¬ 
entists at the University of 
Southern California-Norris 
Comprehensive Cancer Center 
reported in the Journal of the 
National Cancer Institute. 

“Most previously identified 
risk factors for breast cancer are 
reproductive and menstrual 
events that cannot be readily 
altered. The protective effect of 
regular physical activity 
empowers women to positively 
affect their health by modifying 
their lifestyles,” head researcher 
Leslie Bernstein, USC professor 
of preventive medicine, said in 
an interview. 

“Four hours of exercise per 
week is not difficult. And our 
study indicates that even lesser 
amounts of regular exercise 
reduce risk.” 

In the first study specifically 
designed to investigate the 
effects of physical activity on 
breast cancer, the researchers 
examined 1,090 women under 
41 years of age. Half the sub¬ 
jects were newly diagnosed with 
breast cancer; the other 545 had 
no malignancy. 

The results indicate regular 


exercise - team sports, swim¬ 
ming, gymnastics, running, jog¬ 
ging, walking, gym workouts, 
dance, or exercise classes, and 
racquet sports such as tennis - 
during a woman’s reproductive 
lifetime markedly reduced her 
breast cancer risk, particularly if 
she had a full-term pregnancy. 
Scientists have already estab¬ 
lished an inverse link between 
pregnancy and breast cancer 
risk, which makes women who 
do not bear and conceive chil¬ 
dren - like nuns and lesbians - 
most susceptible. 

USC researchers reported 
even childless women who kept 
athletically active during the 
decade following menarche 
benefited substantially - 
although to a lesser extent than 
those who had given birth. 

Earlier research has shown 
two main risk factors for breast 
cancer include a woman’s age at 
menarche and menopause. The 
USC researchers traced that link 
to breast cancer to two hormones 
- estrogen and progesterone - 
produced during ovulation. 

“If I could find a way to 
lower exposure to these ovulato¬ 
ry hormones, I could lower the 
risk of breast cancer,” Bernstein 
reasoned. “Studies indicated 
active women might have fewer 
ovulatory menstrual cycles and, 
even during a cycle, might have 
lower levels of these hormones. 
Some marathon runners, espe¬ 
cially those under age 30, stop 
menstruating completely.” 

When they reduce the intensi¬ 
ty of their workouts, they return

been set for this year’s silent 
auction, and Mac software will 
be among the big ticket items 
auctioned off, Schnaath said.

Last year, one popular service 
was free five-minute massages. 

The whole thing began as a 
joke among a group of lesbian 
tennis “aficionadas,” Gartrell 
told the B.A.R. They were 
lamenting that they were unable 
to participate in regular mixed 
doubles tennis when Gartrell 
declared, “We can have our own 
mixed doubles - butch-femme 
style!” and the event was bom. 

One of the star attractions of 
the tournament is perennial ten¬ 
nis novice JoAnn Loulan. Her 
walking commentary will also 
be amplified by an hour of her 
witty entertainment around 
lunchtime on both days, Gartrell 
said. Loulan makes witty com¬ 
ments as she sashays around the 


court in her wedding dress, 
commenting on every move 
from the viewpoint of the decid¬ 
edly non-athletic. “For me con¬ 
versation is aerobic,” Loulan 
jokes. 

The 1993 tournament includ¬ 
ed 160 contestants, with the 
level of play ranging from inter¬ 
mediate to advanced, and 
included a category with a pro 
and an amateur as partners. 
Tennis fans and spectators, 
numbering about 500, became 
an event themselves due to their 
costumes and playfully outra¬ 
geous behavior, Gartrell said. 

Lyon-Martin Women’s 
Health Services, the beneficiary 
of the tournament, offers a vari¬ 
ety of services for women, with 
a primary emphasis on lesbian, 
bisexual, low-income, and unin¬ 
sured women. 

The event will be held rain or 
shine, Gartrell said. ▼

to their normal menstrual cycles. 

While menstruation is neces¬ 
sary for good health - to flush 
the uterine lining and produce 
estrogen that lowers the risk of 
heart disease and maintains 
strong bones - a reduction in the 
frequency of ovulation could 
lower the risk of breast cancer, 
Bernstein said. ▼

Here We Go Again... 

Hey, Fagbash!

“ What’s in a name? That 
which we call a rose by any 
other name would smell as 
sweet." William Shakespeare, 

Romeo and Juliet 


Three young men who per¬ 
form in a rock ’n’ roll group 
called “Fagbash” openly say 
they are gay - “and hot” - and 
that they intend no violent con¬ 
notations in the group’s name. 

They inherited it with a 
member who came here from 
Washington, D.C., 25-year-old 
band member Dave Jones told 
the B.A.R. 

Whatever its origins, the 
name is enough to rile San 
Francisco resident Charles E. 
Galvin Jr. In a letter to the man¬ 
ager of the C.W. Saloon at 911 
Folsom, Galvin enclosed a 
poster he found on a utility pole 
at Valencia and Duboce. 

“I call your attention to the 
group called ‘Seesaw Fagbash’ 
which, according to the poster, 
performed on September 13 at 
your establishment...” Galvin 
wrote.

“If this is a queer group, the 
name is in extremely question¬ 
able taste, and if not, it certain¬ 
ly would lead one to suspect 
homophobia on the part of the 
band, its promoters and venue.” 

Galvin said he was offended 
by the “group’s choice of name 
and that your establishment 
would present a group with this 
name in San Francisco.” 

He suggested the band 
change its name. 

“Violence against lesbian, 
gay, bisexual and transgendered 
persons is not something to 
make light of,” Galvin com¬ 
plained, and sent copies of his 
letter and the poster to the Gay 
and Lesbian Alliance Against 
Defamation (GLAAD), 

Community United Against 
Violence (CUAV), and the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Stacey Sterling, who handles 
the booking line for the Covered 
Wagon Saloon, as well as the 
Bottom of the Hill Bar and 
Restaurant on 17th, frankly 
admitted, “I don’t like the name 
personally.” She pointed out that 
Seesaw and Fagbash were, in 
fact, two separate groups that per¬ 
formed at C.W. that evening. She 
was aware from the beginning 
that the name was “really contro¬ 
versial,” and said the first time 
she booked Fagbash she told 
them she had some apprehen¬ 
sions about that name in this city. 


“But they’re all gay,” she 
said, adding they are “nice guys, 
lovely people,” and are about to 
do a single’s release. With their 
popularity growing and the sin¬ 
gle record coming out around 
Christmas, changing the name 
now might prove costly. 

In addition to Jones, the 
band members are Jim 
Krewson, 25, and Paul 
Bonomo, 24, who brought the 
name with him from D.C. “He 
had the band there,” Jones said, 
then modestly volunteered that 
he agreed with an earlier assess¬ 
ment in the B.A.R.’s arts and 
entertainment section, that the 
trio were “all handsome studlies 
and totally easy on the eyes.” 

Jones said he was concerned 
about the B.A.R.' s inquiry and 
that “these kinds of things are 
important to us.” They’ve 
played in San Francisco for the 
past year without repercussions, 
he added. 

Recent controversies have 
abounded over the use of the 
words “queer” - particularly 
when the 1993 San Francisco 
Freedom Day Parade 
Committee chose “Year of the 
Queer” as its official slogan - 
and “faggot,” as used in the 
salutation to a columnist in a 
not-completely-gay-identified- 
but-probably-read-by-some- 
gays-and-lesbians-sort-of-liber- 
al-underground newsweekly. ▼

Sunday, you probably did. The 
poet laureate of the Beat 
Generation, now 68 and a resi¬ 
dent of NYC, was appearing in 
the city over the weekend and 
visiting old friends. 

The religious right got a real¬ 
ity check last week when 
Minnesota Governor Arne 
Carlson, a pro-gay Republican, 
beat the party-backed Christian 
Conservative candidate by a 2-1 
margin in that state’s GOP pri¬ 
mary. The Republicans are slow 
learners, however. Likely presi¬ 
dential candidates (can you 
believe it?) Dan Quayle and 
Patrick Buchanan made it clear 
in appearances last week that 
“family values” will be the base 
of their ’96 efforts; Buchanan, 
the gay-hating, homophobic 
favorite of Pat Robertson and 
company, was especially graph¬ 
ic as to what he thinks should 
happen to gays. 

Meanwhile, yet another 


homophobe, George Bush, was 
in California last week, raising 
$800,000 for Pete Wilson the 
very day after the governor 
vetoed the domestic partners 
legislation. 

The Red Hot & Country 
AIDS benefit album, including 
songs by Kathy Mattea, Johnny 
Cash, Jackson Browne, Willie 
Nelson, Ricky Skaggs, and 
other country stars (including 
big star country hunk Mark 
Chestnutt) is now in the racks 
and selling big time. It’s expect¬ 
ed to make a few million for 
research, and gay and lesbian 
country music fans are picking 
this up very fast. 

In Dallas, Texas, Mica 
England, who was denied a job 
as a police officer after admit¬ 
ting she was a lesbian, won a 
settlement from the city for 
$73,000, which she now says 
she will use to open a restaurant. 
Her suit led a federal judge to 
rule that the department’s prac¬ 
tice of screening applicants to 
the force for sexual orientation 
is unconstitutional. ▼

On My Mind: Off the Shelf 

The American Civil Liberties Union of Kansas and Western 
Missouri is currently fighting a censorship case involving the 
book Annie on My Mind. In Olathe, Kansas, the school board 
and superintendent. Dr. Ron Wimmer, have ordered the book 
removed from the shelves of the city’s public high schools. As 
a result, Annie on My Mind has been officially banned at the 
Olathe East and the Olathe South High School libraries since 
December of last year. 

Annie on My Mind is an award-winning juvenile romance 
novel by Nancy Garden that tells the story of two young 
women who fall in love and must confront hostile and intoler¬ 
ant reactions from friends and relatives. At a news conference 
this March, Stevie Case, Olathe East High School student body 
president and lead plaintiff in the ACLU’s case, commented: 
‘This is an inappropriate attempt to ease controversy through 
the suppression of information. Political expedience does not 
excuse the abridgment of the most basic rights of citizens as 
affirmed by our Constitution.”

Although revelers will be able to dance as well as 
strut their stuff at this year’s Folsom Street Fair, peo¬ 
ple who attend the Castro Street Fair this year on 
Sunday, October 3 won’t have the same opportunity. 

The dance area at the Castro Street Fair has 
been given to a mobile AIDS testing site spon¬ 
sored by the University of California AIDS Health 
Project, organizers say. 

The dance site had been organized by local disk 
jockey DJ Clay, at his own expense, for the last 
two years. 

“Now the person who holds the permit for the 
whole fairgrounds has decided no more dancing at 
the Castro Street Fair,” Clay said. 

According to Clay, the Castro Street Fair dance 
area had been a big hit with fairgoers. 


Castro Street Fair permit holder Rick Slick told 
the Bay Area Reporter that the reason there will be 
no dancing area this year is that Clay simply con¬ 
tacted him too late - and the space had been given 
to another vendor. 

“Mr. Clay contacted me about a week ago, but 
arrangements had already been made for the area,” 
Slick told the B.A.R. “As far as I knew he wasn’t 
around. When he contacted me I told him the 
space had already been reserved for a mobile 
AIDS testing site operated by the University of 
California AIDS Health Project. It was too late for 
him to try to reserve the space.” 

Slick said the 21st annual Castro Street Fair 
could draw an estimated 70,000 people to Castro 
Street for the annual event. 

“It’s hard to say how many people will really 
come. A lot depends on the weather,” he said. ▼ 



Gay Liberation To Return to Stanford

The world-famous Stanford 
University campus sculpture 
“Gay Liberation,” which was 
defamed in an anti-gay attack 
by seven students last May, will 
be reinstalled on Friday, 
September 23. 

The sculpture by artist 
George Segal was removed 
from the campus earlier this 
month and restored in San 
Rafael by objects conservator 
Tracy Power, according to a 
Stanford Art Museum 
spokesperson. 

The bronze group sculpture 
of four painted figures, a les¬ 
bian couple and a gay male cou¬ 
ple at two park benches, suf¬ 
fered extensive damage after it 
was vandalized by the students 
on May 16. 

The students, all varsity ath¬ 
letes and members of campus 
fraternities, defaced the sculp¬ 
ture by pouring black paint over 
the white bronze figures and by 
ramming it with a bench. 

The figures will be secured 
to the benches and to the 
cement pad which serves as the 
sculpture’s base when it is 
returned. 

Damage to the sculpture was 
greater than $5,000, making the 
vandalism a felony and not a 
misdemeanor for the instiga¬ 
tors, according to Santa Clara 
County Deputy District 
Attorney Karyn Sinunu.

Two Stanford students, 
Thomas Irwin and Todd La 
Roca, were charged with felony 
vandalism in the attacks, and 
another four students were 
charged with misdemeanors in 
the anti-gay attack. 

The students have been dis¬ 
ciplined by the university but 
the sanctions against them are 
confidential, according to Sally 
Cole, the campus judicial 
affairs officer. 


Repairs to the sculpture may 
cost as much as $10,000, 
according to Hilarie Faberman, 
curator of Modern and 
Contemporary Art at the 
Stanford University Art 
Museum. 

“Two of the students are 
alleged to have taken a park 
bench and rammed it through 
the male figures of the sculp¬ 
ture. The sculpture sustained

United Way Distributes Funds 

Thousands of people joined in the Third 
Annual Lifespan Bay Bridge 10K Walk on 
Saturday, September 18 to kick off the 1994 cam¬ 
paign. The agency hopes to raise an estimated $56 
million for the Bay Area-wide United Way 
Community Fund campaign. Also, the organiza¬ 
tion says, $11.5 million in funds has been distrib¬ 
uted from donations pledged during the 1993 
fundraising campaign. About 42 percent, or $4.6 
million, of those funds were allocated from the 
UW community fund to more than 85 San 


Francisco non-profit service groups. An addition¬ 
al $2 million was allocated to regional and multi¬ 
county agencies serving San Francisco residents. 
The remaining 41 percent of the funds, an esti¬ 
mated $4.76 million, was designated by donors to 
specific tax exempt non-profit agencies. By estab¬ 
lishing a $10,000 minimum allocation per pro¬ 
gram, the number of programs within agencies 
receiving funding has dropped from 307 programs 
to 189, as agencies concentrated on applying for 
funds to support programs in greatest need. 
Allocations decisions were also revised this year 
to provide more accountability to donors and pro¬ 
vide services to at-risk populations in San 
Francisco. 

UW funds more than 85 agencies offering local 
services in the areas of family, children, youth, 
homeless and hungry people, persons with AIDS, 
services to elderly people, and others.

account, stop and then re-issue 
checks on a newly-opened 
account, and try to explain the 
confusion to anyone who would 
listen. 

Some wouldn’t listen, claim¬ 
ing the Unity Foundation folks 
were trying to run a for-profit 
scheme under the guise of a 
non-profit expo. Comedy pro¬ 
ducer Shann Carr threatened to 
file a lawsuit after she paid her 
vendors from a stopped check. 
Meanwhile Fortier charged Carr 
with accumulating expenses for 
which Unity Expo should not be 
held accountable - although she 
subsequently agreed to pay two 
of the vendors while Unity Expo 
and Carr’s attorneys battle out 
the case. 

Whether it was bad word of 
mouth following the San 
Francisco debacle, or more like¬ 
ly, the location of the September 
10-11 Los Angeles event at the 
Convention Center, the L.A. 
Unity Expo had a sparse atten¬ 
dance as well. Seminar headlin¬ 
er Beverly De Angelis, among 
others, canceled; seminars were 
juggled at the very last minute, 
often without notification to the 
panelists; a number of vendors 
were extremely disappointed, 
and some walked out before the 
event was over. Additionally, 
there were many complaints that 
Unity Expo organizers were not 
around to give directions or oth¬ 
erwise help wandering partici¬ 
pants. The closing afternoon Tea 
Dance in particular suffered, 
since people had difficulty find¬ 
ing the area, and those who did 
poked their heads in, saw an 
empty space, and left. 

“Part of it was my own 
naivete,” Olson said. “I believed 
them when they said we should 
have 275-300 booths. They said 
look at the African-American 
Expo. But it took them eight 
years to be successful. And I 
think the Whole Life Expo is 
lucky if it breaks even. I 
believed in the grandiosity and 
the vision, but it basically was¬ 
n’t reality.

“Lots of Start-Up Ventures Have a Rocky First Year" 

Unity Foundation in Debt; Plans 
To Restructure and Continue

“The bad news is we’re in 
debt,” Unity Foundation presi¬ 
dent Debra Olson told the Bay 
Area Reporter in response to 
complaints lodged against the 
group. “The good news is that 
we’ve found a professional 
fundraiser and we’re restructur¬ 
ing and moving on.” Several 
Bay Area people are still wait¬ 
ing to see if that is, in fact, good 
news or just more bad. 

Unity Foundation’s Unity 
Expo at the Fashion Design 
Center in San Francisco last 
August was roundly perceived 
as a failure, leaving bad feel¬ 
ings, bad checks, debt, and a 
marred reputation in its wake. 
Rene Burke, one of Unity’s co¬ 
founders, had resigned just 
before the expo started. 
Attendance was light, frustrat¬ 
ing vendors who’d been 
promised access to the gay dol¬ 
lar. Then, according to Olson 
and producer Leigh Fortier, pre¬ 
signed checks were stolen for 
the site, forcing the Los 
Angeles-based organizers to 
close their San Francisco bank

However, one of Unity Expo’s 
primary lenders, Donald Perry 
of the Pine Cobble Finance 
Group, had also bought into the 
dream of introducing gay peo¬ 


ple to gay and straight business¬ 
es and was willing to restructure 
the organization and move for¬ 
ward with Olson. 

“Our best interest is not to 
leave people holding the bag,” 
said Perry. “We expect to be 
around. Lots of start-up ven¬ 
tures have a rocky first year. We 
want to come clean with the 
people we owe money to, 
explain to them that we’re hav¬ 
ing temporary difficulties, and 
ask them not to work against us 
because ultimately they will 
benefit.” 

The plan is now to raise 
money to retire the debt, revisit 
the plans for the highly antici¬ 
pated Unity Expo in Chicago, 
and re-think plans for the expo 
in New York City, which may 
conflict with plans by another, 
locally-based group. ▼

Two-term Health Commission 
President Arthur Jackson wants to 
move up to the San Francisco Board 
of Supervisors in November. 

Jackson has been endorsed by an 
unlikely pair of fellow Democrats 
who rarely agree on a good thing 
these days: Mayor Frank Jordan and 
Board of Supervisors President 
Angela Alioto. Jackson told the Bay 
Area Reporter that he, too, plans to 
endorse other candidates, but has 
not done so yet. He will likely 
endorse either Carole Migden or 
Kevin Shelley as president of the 
board of supervisors; he said he 
respected both and praised Migden 
as probably the smartest person on 
the board of supervisors. 

His constituency cuts a broad 
swath, Jackson said, and includes 
all of “those people who want San 
Francisco to be their home. I’m a 
natural ally of African-Americans 
and all people of color, and I have 
proven by my positions on this 
health commission my total support 
for AIDS funding and HIV preven¬ 
tion services.”

“We don’t dis¬ 
criminate. We don’t ask them about 
their sex. We ask them if they can 
type. 

“Frank Jordan didn’t ask about 
my sexuality. He just wanted a good 
health commissioner. Sex is not an 
issue.” 

His political views, he added, 
have been shaped by being a minor¬ 
ity person. “And all minority per¬ 
sons [including lesbians and gays] 
are fighting the same battle.” 

Jackson envisions himself as a 
supervisor who is “the bridge over, 
the communicator, the open-door 
policy person.” 

As for gay activists, as seen by 
one who works within the system, 
Jackson said, “I 
think there are 
some young peo¬ 
ple out there 
today who are 
living heroes.” 
He had special 
praise for a Bay 
Area AIDS 
activist and 
newly appointed 
health commis¬ 
sioner: “Michael 
Shriver is an American patriot,” 
according to Jackson. 

The best thing the gay communi¬ 
ty can do to further itself politically 
in the Bay Area, statewide, and 
nationally, he said, is “register peo¬ 
ple to vote and make them partici¬ 
pate in the system. You can’t com¬ 
plain if you don’t participate.” 

And people should vote for him, 
he said, because he is fair, because 
he has excellent business acumen, 
and because of his familiarity with 
important health issues. 

He said San Francisco now has 
the “vanguard health department in 
the nation.” It’s important for him to 
know that, both as president of the 
health commission and a frequent 
healthcare consumer. 

Jackson revealed in an hour-long 
interview with the Bay Area 
Reporter that he has glomeru¬ 
lonephritis, or chronic renal (kid¬ 
ney) failure. This requires him to 
have three-hour dialysis sessions 
every Monday, Wednesday, and 
Friday, he said, to remove, clean, 
and replace his blood. If he were to 
skip just one session he would 
immediately become very ill. 

Jackson said he has had this con¬ 
dition for 15 years and is in pain 
much of the day, yet he maintains a 
hectic schedule, and a person would 
never know what he endures if not 
for an occasional grimace flashing 
across his face. 

Sometimes after undergoing the 
discomfort of the dialysis process 
he will get right up and attend a 
public meeting. 

His illness has affected his per¬ 
sonal relationships, he noted. 
“When you are chronically ill you 
get a lull in your life. I was stagnat¬ 
ing and feeling very sorry for 
myself and in pain for most of the 
day. What it gave me was a passion 
for this city. I want to see where the 
money goes.” 

As health commission president, 
Jackson says he walked the wards 
of the hospitals and visited the old 
and the young patients to see what 
was going on. He knows the system 
intimately now, he says.

ACT UP Women Protest at FDA

WASHINGTON - “Massive 
national protest transforms 
FDA headquarters into public 
courtroom: ACT UP women 
and supporters demand gender 
parity in clinical research,” 
trumpeted the press release. “A 
thousand angry demonstrators 
from across the country will 
march. ...” 

ACT UP returned to the 
Food and Drug Administration 
(FDA) at noon Tuesday, 
September 20. It was the site of 
perhaps its largest and most 
successful action, the 1988 
demonstration that shook the 
building and gained fast track 
approval for new drugs. 

This time they were charging 
that the FDA “restricts women’s 
access to potentially lifesaving 
experimental treatments.” They 
demanded that “all investiga¬ 
tional and new drug applica¬ 
tions must be researched by 
gender.” The action was spear¬ 
headed by the National ACT UP 
Women’s Network. 

They also wanted a label 
placed on over-the-counter 
vaginal anti-fungal creams, in 
English and Spanish, warning 
that “recurrent or persistent 
vaginal yeast infections may be 
a sign of HIV infection,” and 
listing an 800 number for coun¬ 


seling and testing. 

The FDA “takes seriously 
the issues raised with regard to 
HIV infection in women,” the 
agency responded in a written 
statement. It pointed to the 
“Guidelines for the Study and 
Evaluation of Gender 
Difference in the Clinical 
Evaluation of Drugs,” released 
in July 1993, as removing “pre¬ 
vious objections” to inclusion 
of women in early clinical tri¬ 
als. 

The FDA has already 
“warned manufacturers that it 
may refuse to review new drug 
applications that do not include 
women in the clinical trials.” 


The FDA also noted that it 
does not itself conduct or regu¬ 
late clinical trials. 

The demonstration itself was 
a spirited crowd of perhaps 200, 
with slightly more women than 
men. They couldn’t have asked 
for a more perfect day on the 
cusp between summer and fall. 
The sense of theater was 
enhanced by four large effigies 
labeled “White male scientists” 
and FDA Commissioner “David 
Kessler,” plus a macabre skele¬ 
tal puppet. 

The rhetoric was angry but 
seemed unfocused, perhaps due 
to the tinny, distorting portable

Church Group Urges Probe 
Of Nun and Sexy Art Exhibit

SAN ANTONIO, TEXAS - A 
church foundation said Thursday, 
September 15 that a Roman 
Catholic nun should do “some 
sort of penance” because a sexu¬ 
ally explicit art show was exhibit¬ 
ed in San Antonio’s ReBam 
Center for Spirituality and Art, 
which she directs, as part of an 
AIDS awareness program. 

The St. Joseph Foundation 
said Archbishop Patrick Flores 
should investigate the ReBam’s 
director. Sister Alice Holden, and 
that Holden should do “penance” 
for violating church law. 


Foundation spokesman 
Charles Wilson said the group, 
which addresses issues of 
church canon law, had already 
called for the censure of Holden 
before the decision was made 
Tuesday to close the exhibit 
after it proved controversial. 

One of the paintings depicts 
an angel apparently having sex 
at an altar. 

The nuns are trying to decide 
which paintings to remove from 
the exhibit, but the artist, Donell 
Hill of Houston, said she cannot 
take any of the paintings out of 
the exhibit because of commit¬ 
ments to those who inspired her 


work. 

“I feel I have a responsibility 
to those people with AIDS, as 
well as my fellow artists, to 
keep them as a whole piece,” 
said Hill. “The archbishop only 
saw the pain. He didn’t see the 
beauty.” 

A spokesman for Bores said 
the archbishop did not see the 
exhibit at all. 

Even so, Flores said in a 
written apology, “I was highly 
offended, insulted and hurt at 
this ‘art’ being exhibited under 
the umbrella of the Sisters of 
Charity of the Incarnate 
Word.” T

Rights” filed an appeal within 
days of Judge Spiegel’s ruling, 
and the city of Cincinnati last 
week voted to join the appeal, 
despite a public plea from the 
city’s convention and tourist 
bureau not to do so. So far, the 
bureau reported, millions of 
dollars of business has been 
pulled from Cincinnati because 
of the measure. 

Patricia Logue, managing 
attorney of the Midwest office 
of Lambda Legal Defense and 
Education Fund and co-counsel 
for the pro-gay activists, said of 
Bork’s announcement, “Wel¬ 
come to the ballgame.” 

“I think that anyone who 
wants to be on the case is more 
than welcome, on the one 
hand,” Logue said. “On the 
other, I don’t think the federal 
court of appeals is going to be 
impressed by a lawyer so much 
as the merits of the case.” 

Spiegel, a Carter appointee, 


ruled that Issue 3 violates gays’ 
and lesbians’ First Amendment 
rights to freedom of expression 
and association, and to partici¬ 
pate in the political process. He 
also ruled the measure uncon¬ 
stitutionally vague, and agreed 
with pro-gay lawyers’ argu¬ 
ments that gays and lesbians 
constitute a quasi-suspect class, 
meaning a special class of peo¬ 
ple that are targeted for discrim¬ 
ination and deserving of 
strengthened legal protections. 
The finding imposes a heavier 
burden of proof on the govern¬ 
ment in defending discriminato¬ 
ry measures against a quasi-sus¬ 
pect class. 

“Judge Spiegel gave us seven 
independent grounds for his 
decision,” Logue said. “What 
Mr. Bork will have to accom¬ 
plish is convincing the 6th 
Circuit Court and then the U.S. 
Supreme Court that none of 
those grounds is right.” 

Bork’s joining the case and 
Meese’s fundraiser signify what 
gay and lesbian rights had 
already suspected, Logue said: 


“This case has been chosen by 
the right as the real test case of 
this issue. ... If you were going 
to take two people who person¬ 
ify the far right, and pick them 
from a short list, these two guys 
would be it.” 

Bork told the Cincinnati Post 
he joined the case to aid “tradi¬ 
tional families throughout 
America.” Bork’s nomination to 
the U.S. Supreme Court in 1987 
was vehemently attacked by liber¬ 
als and turned back in the Senate. 

Phil Burress, chairman of 
“Equal Rights, Not Special 
Rights”, told the Post, “The 
addition of Judge Bork to the 
defense team is a significant 
move that reinforces our com¬ 
mitment to prevail in support of 
Cincinnati’s voters.” 

No timetable has been set for 
the appeals process, Logue said. 

“Everything decided by 
Spiegel is based on well-estab¬ 
lished precedent,” Logue said. 
“Mr. Bork will have to live with 
the record created in the trial 
court, which we feel pretty 
strongly is in our favor.” ▼

If there was disappointment 
among Los Angeles Democrats 
that the impending Haitian cri¬ 
sis kept President Clinton from 
attending gubernatorial con¬ 
tender Kathleen Brown’s 
$l,000-a-plate fundraiser at the 
cavernous 20th Century Fox 
studio on Sunday, September 
18, they didn’t let it show. The 
figures were good - the evening 
is expected to raise $ 1.5 million 
for Brown’s tight November 8 
race against Governor Wilson - 
and the mood was upbeat, par¬ 
ticularly when a transcendent, 
patriotic sigh swept over the 
crowd as First Lady Hillary 
Rodham Clinton personally 
relayed to the crowd that the cri¬ 
sis in the Caribbean had been 


peacefully resolved two hours 
earlier. 

Both Clintons and Brown 
have emphasized the impor¬ 
tance of California in the 
national political landscape. So 
has the opposition. 

The day before Brown’s 
event, an upbeat Wilson delight¬ 
ed in pointing out at the state 
Republican convention in San 
Diego that other campaigning 
Democrats have, unlike Brown, 
shied away from linking them¬ 
selves with the unpopular presi¬ 
dent. He drew cheers by offer¬ 
ing to pay for Clinton’s air fare 
to California before the elec¬ 
tion. Expected 1996 Republican 
Presidential candidates and 
vociferous Clinton-bashers 
Senators Robert Dole (R- 
Kansas) and Phil Gramm (R- 


Texas) also roused the crowd. 

The gay Republican Log 
Cabin Club had a number of 
delegates at what one member 
described as the “Pete Wilson 
love-fest” with the smell of vic¬ 
tory in the air. Log Cabin 
refused to endorse Wilson after 
his veto of AB 2810, the domes¬ 
tic partners bill, but the issue 
was not raised at the conven¬ 
tion. “There seemed to be a real 
move towards unity,” says Carol 
Newman, Log Cabin/LA Vice 
President. “Divisive issues were 
tabled until after the election - 
though I expect them to resur¬ 
face again later.” One Log 
Cabin member said they were 
literally kept at arm’s length, 
with their hospitality booth situ¬ 
ated in the convention boon- 
docks. Wilson’s veto increased 
his standing with the party’s 
radical right, while his refusal to 
bow on abortion rights has 
endeared him to pro-choice 
Republican women. They hope 
he will lead the move to take 
abortion out of the national 
Republican platform. 

Meanwhile, immediate reac¬ 
tion to Clinton’s leadership and 
“appropriate use of force with 
diplomacy” toward Haiti, as for¬ 
mer President Jimmy Carter put 
it, produced a bump in the 
President’s popularity. It 
remains to be seen how long 
that will hold, now that 
American troops are in the 
volatile country, but his impri¬ 
matur may no longer be the 
political kiss of death. 

In any event, it was obvious 
the approximately 1,500 busi¬ 
ness leaders, education and 
labor activists, and political 
women at the Brown fundraiser 
seemed to love Hillary Rodham 
Clinton, regardless of her hus¬ 
band’s triumphs and failures. 
ANGLE (Access Now for 
Lesbian and Gay Equality) 
members Diane Abbitt and 
Roberta Bennett were not only 
visible with two up-front tables 
- attorney Bennett is in Brown’s 
Kitchen Cabinet - but were the 
first names listed on the 
evening’s program as co-chairs 
of the event. There was an addi¬ 
tional sprinkling of other les¬ 
bians and gays elsewhere, 
including Acting Secretary of 
State Tony Miller and Assembly 
candidate Sheila James Kuehl. 

The First Lady lauded 
Brown as “a governor who 
stands for positive, progressive 
change. ... We are at a turning 
point in this nation. It’s almost 
as if people are mourning the 
passing of the Cold War because 
that organized our political 
thinking. ... [We need] new and 
creative and courageous leader¬ 
ship that calls for the best in us 
and doesn’t pander to the worst 
in us.” There is “a lot of insecu¬ 
rity, even anxiety” in people, 
she said, as the Old 
Establishment is changed and 
“nothing simplistic” is put in its 
place. That leaves people “open 
to demagoguery, blaming, and 

the politics of negativism.It 

makes a difference who’s in 
charge.” 

Kathleen Brown as governor 
will restore California to its 
image as the “cutting edge state, 
the place where the future 
always starts,” Clinton predict¬ 
ed, and get it out of the holding 
pattern it’s been in for 12 years. 

Clinton said she supports 
Brown’s linking of education 
and safety, and has read 
Brown’s economic program, 
which she declared “very 


important.” She noted that 
Brown has a “track record” of 
fiscal responsibility, initiatives, 
investments, and making money 
for the state - while Wilson has 
handed out IOUs to state 
employees and has governed 
what the financial world consid¬ 
ers “the worst-managed state in 
the country.” 

She pointed out that for the 
first time the federal govern¬ 
ment has agreed to pay the cost 
of incarcerating prisoners in the 
country illegally and would pro¬ 
vide money to help beef up the 
border patrol. While she didn’t 
come out flatly against 
Proposition 187, the so-called 
Save Our State initiative, she 
did say that what is needed “is 
sensible practical leadership” 
on the immigration issue. 
Wilson has endorsed the initia¬ 
tive. 

Brown, however, came out 
vehemently against 187, calling 
it a “pernicious and costly” bal¬ 
lot measure. She said that 
Wilson is “phony” on the issue 
since he is now against a man¬ 
date he favored as a U.S. 
Senator. “We don’t need to 
‘send a message to 
Washington.’ We need to work 
with Washington for a solution,” 
Brown said. Additionally, she 
said with a hint of horror. Prop. 
187 calls for the “orderly 
process of identifying children 
for exportation” and the report¬ 
ing of people who look “suspi¬ 
cious or look like aliens.” She 
compared that “orderly 
process” with the rounding up 
of Japanese-Americans into 
internment camps in the early 
1940s. “I’m here to say it ought 


not to happen again.” 

Brown also called for the 
“empowerment” of all people - 
including gays and lesbians - 
and called for a “marriage” 
between Hollywood and the 
Silicon Valley, although there 
were no “stars” at the event. 

There was another link 
between Clinton and Brown that 
ran as a kind of undercurrent to 
the three hour dinner: over the 
past several months Brown has 
lost a substantial lead over 
Wilson in the polls, a loss that 
was noted by guest speaker 
Indiana Governor Evan Bayh 
who, as head of the Democratic 
Governor’s Association, pre¬ 
sented Brown with a check for 
$100,000. “This campaign has 
only just begun,” he said: the 
hope is that Brown, like 
Clinton, can be the “Comeback 
Kid.” 

The night was a picture of 
Democratic unity, thanks to the 
formidable persuasiveness of 
California Party Chair Bill 
Press. Brown’s difficult prima¬ 
ry opponent Insurance 
Commissioner John Gara- 
mendi, for instance, opened the 
program and has toured with 
Brown around the state (as has 
her “secret weapon,” her hus¬ 
band Van Gordan Sauter, a self- 
described “Republican conser¬ 
vative libertarian curmud¬ 
geon”). But party unity, a 
Clinton bump in popularity, and 
even a “sensible, practical” 
approach to the state’s prob¬ 
lems will not win Brown the 
election. Voters will - and 
Democrats are notorious for not 
turning out to vote during off- 
year elections. ▼

guard came through the door and demanded 
King sit on the bed or he would force him to do 
so. He was told to shut up, King said, until the 
guard was subsequently joined by two others, 
one with a camera, who “told me to get dressed.” 
King said he donned a pair of shorts and the 
guards took pictures of him against his will as he 
covered his face with a teddy bear. 

King told security he wanted to speak to the 
general manager of the hotel, but he alleges 
security personnel forced him to remain in his 
own room against his will and would not allow 
him to use the phone. 

They made repeated anti-gay slurs and jokes. 


he added. “He’s a woman. He came over here for 
you,” one security guard allegedly said to another. 

King subsequently called the American Civil 
Liberties Union in Honolulu, and Honolulu city 
police; a lesbian police officer was the only one 
who showed him any courtesy, he said of the inci¬ 
dent. 

No charges were filed against King, and no 
marijuana was found, but he was kicked out of 
the hotel without a refund. 

After the incident he immediately flew back 
to San Francisco, his planned 10-day holiday 
ruined in a matter of hours. 

King, 33, has retained Honolulu Attorney 
Eric Seitz to bring a lawsuit against the 
hotel, alleging false imprisonment and slan¬ 
der. The hotel had not responded to the alle¬ 
gations at press time.T

The Body Shop was aware 
that there would be some con¬ 
troversy about the opening of a 
chain outlet on Castro Street, 
particularly on the very same 
block as a small neighborhood 
based retail cosmetic store, 
said corporate spokesperson 
Brian Weaver. 

When Noah’s Bagels, an 
Emeryville chain, announced 
earlier this year that it would 
seek a permit to open an outlet 
on Castro Street, neighbor¬ 
hood merchants and residents 
submitted petitions to the 
city’s planning commission 
expressing concern that the 
Castro was turning into a strip 
mall of chain stores. 

Body Shop Regional sales 
manager Simon Powell 
believed that the new shop 


would fit well into the commu¬ 
nity, and that established busi¬ 
nesses such as the Skin Zone 
would “do just fine.” 

“We’re thrilled to make our 
new home in the Castro. It’s a 
vibrant and diverse neighbor¬ 
hood. As part of the communi¬ 
ty, we have a responsibility to 
each and every person living 
here to make their community 
the best it can be by giving 
back to it; by helping to create 
a more positive environment 
socially and environmentally 
for everyone,” said the Castro 
store’s manager, Kevin Fetter. 

“Getting the Sisters to 
come and bless their store and 
giving money to an AIDS 
organization is pretty slick and 
intense public relations,” said 
activist Jason Bishop. 
“They’re doing their research 
to make sure that no one’s 
pissed off and they don’t seem 
like outsiders from the start.” 


The effort is sincere, the 
company responds, and repre¬ 
sents “a new brand of busi¬ 
ness” sweeping across the 
country. 

The Skin Zone has built its 
progressive reputation by 
using a marketing strategy that 
promoted the store’s environ¬ 
mental and social action pro¬ 
jects, which range from voter 
registration drives to AIDS 
awareness and action, to 
human rights campaigns. 

“We are trying to put our 
money where our talk is,” 
Weaver said. “We are not try¬ 
ing to buy off the lesbian and 
gay community.” 

Weaver also dismissed a 
highly unflattering recent arti¬ 
cle in Business Ethics maga¬ 
zine, which caused a furor in 
England where Body Shop 
founder Anita Roddick lives, 
as the work of a disgruntled 
journalist. ▼

Rooting About for Immune Boosting Herb

“This product is sold as a 
food item only and not as a med¬ 
icine of any kind or nature .” - A 
disclaimer on the Buddha 
Farms brochure. 


tudies at various 
research centers, 
including the Univer¬ 
sity of Texas Cancer 
Center, indicate the food item 
astragali strengthens the body’s 
immune system, something 
believed by practitioners of 
Eastern medicine for almost 
4,000 years: Chinese herbalists 
and other enthusiasts label astra¬ 
gali as “a disease inhibitor and 
an immune enhancer.” Extract 
of the root mixed with honey 
can be purchased in Chinatown 
relatively inexpensively, usually 
packaged in lOcc vials. 

Normally found in the white 
or yellow core variety, a new 
inner red root core variety has 
been discovered in Northern 
California and is now being 
marketed by Buddha Farms of 
Hughson (near Modesto). The 
company is licensed to process 
astragali only as an herbal tea 
food item; Food and Drug 
Administration regulations 
require persons selling it to be 
extremely careful in making 
claims about its properties. 

The red core variety that 
Buddha Farms sells has never 
been seen before, according to 
Robert Wortman of Modesto, 


who formed the company with 
his lover, Rick Stevens. 
Wortman says it is the rarest and 
most potent variety available - 
over 30 times stronger than the 
better-known and better-estab¬ 
lished astragali from China, 
where it is called Huang Ch’i. 

Because there is no bench¬ 
mark for astragali potency in 
America, it isn’t possible to 
ascertain whether Wortman was 
correct. It was possible, howev¬ 
er, to independently verify the 
distinctive nature of Buddha 
Farms’ red core variety. Dr. 
Anthony Andhol, a botanist at 
Northdale Institute in the city, 
confirmed to the Bay Area 
Reporter that this particular 
variety has never been cata¬ 
logued before, and that he will 
present a paper in January to the 
Royal Society of Botanists in 
London to name the variety 
after “Lady Nellie” Thompson, 
its discoverer and cultivator. 

Buddha Farms will be at this 
year’s Folsom Street Fair on 
Sunday, September 25, where 
Wortman will give away small 
free samples of astragali root at 
a booth on the comer of Ninth 
and Folsom. It won’t be the first 
time Buddha Farms has given 
away samples of American- 
grown astragali: Wortman says 
they gave 200 pounds of the root 
to AIDS patients last month. 

Considering the unusually 
blunt positive assessment of the 
root by the University of Texas, 
it isn’t hard to understand why 
those patients, and others, might 


clamor for more: “...Our data 
distinctly indicate that .. the 
crude extract of Astragalus ... 
can completely restore a failing 
immune system and bring its T- 
cell function ... to a normal level 
found among cells derived from 
healthy subjects,” says an 
excerpt from Immunotherapy 
with Chinese Medicinal Herbs, 
a report dated August, 1987, 
from the Department of Clinical 
Immunology and Biological 
Therapy, the University of Texas 
System Cancer Center in 
Houston. 

Wortman, who is HlV-posi- 
tive, says he feels as though he 
has undergone a “totally amaz¬ 
ing” transformation while tak¬ 
ing astragali: “I haven’t felt this 
good since I was 15,” he told the 
B.A.R. He isn’t alone in his 
belief. 

Astragalus has been used as 
an immunity booster for nearly 
4,000 years in China, according 
to Rob McCaleb of the Herb 
Research Foundation. “It can 
increase immune system effi¬ 
ciency and could increase the 
impaired immune function of 
blood cells up to and sometimes 
beyond the normal cell ability,” 
according to an article in 
Delicious, a magazine of natural 
health, August, 1994. 

The roots of the plant can be 
boiled and made into a tea, 
which may be consumed cold or 
hot. The tea made from the 
astragali root tastes great, simi¬ 
lar to regular tea but naturally 
sweet, Wortman said.

“Lady Nellie” Thompson 


The special red core variety 
sold by Buddha Farms is har¬ 
vested in an undisclosed loca¬ 
tion in the U. S. in special min¬ 
eral-enriched soil, he told the 
B.A.R. The grower, a 78-year- 
old Choctaw woman known as 
Lady Nellie Thompson, is a 
granddaughter of American 
Inventor Samuel F. B. Morse of 
Morse Code fame on her 
father’s side, she says, and a 
Choctaw medicine man on her 
mother’s side. And, according to 
Wortman, Thompson has 219 
patents in her own right. 

Contacted by phone, Mrs. 
Thompson confirmed informa¬ 
tion provided by Wortman and 
added that astragali, as an herb, 
came to her “in a vision” when 
she was near death about 12 
years ago from serious heart and 
kidney failure conditions that 
required surgery 

After her vision, she traveled 
to the high Sierra Nevadas with 
her son, who gave her the trip as 
a birthday present. They camped 
on property left to her by an 
uncle many years ago, where 
she found the “pretty green 
bush” she says she saw in her 
vision. She grabbed a grubbing 
hoe from the back of her son’s 
truck and began to dig. 

“I knowed I’d been showed,” 
she told the B.A.R. 

Thompson said she knew “it 
would cure me and it would cure 


many.” She made a tea of the 
root and “the water turned a 
beautiful red.” She drank the liq¬ 
uid and “in about two hours I 
began to feel better.” 

She says she “carried it [the 
root] to seven different doctors 
who identified it as astragalis.” 
However, she said, she prefers 
to call it “rosebud life vine.” 

Wortman met Thompson 
after she sent messages to the 
gay community wanting to talk 
to someone who was HIV-posi¬ 
tive. 

Another HIV-positive San 
Francisco resident, John 
Caswell, suffers from chronic 
fatigue, and told the B.A.R. the 
resulting headaches are of short¬ 
er duration and less painful 
since he started drinking astra¬ 
gali tea. “Your energy level goes 
way up and you feel good and 
you don’t get stressed,” he said. 

Other astragali enthusiasts 
say they’ve seen a dramatic 
improvement in T-cell count and 
energy levels, and what they 
describe as “a dramatic 
improvement in four days.” 
Astragali users also claim “it 
aids digestion and it keeps you 
happy.” 

Wortman says he got a touch¬ 
ing phone call from a young 
man’s mother recently. The 
young man had been “a nation¬ 
ally-known male model who 
went from gorgeous hunk to a 
shell of his former self, with 
AIDS,” Wortman related. 

The young man’s mother 
reportedly told Wortman that 
“within four days of her son 
drinking astragali tea at the rate 
of four cups a day, he stopped 
bleeding from the rectum, he 
was able to hold his food down, 
and he was feeling remarkably 
better.” 

“It just works,” Wortman 
said. 

A doctor at Cal State in 
Turlock is scientifically analyz¬ 
ing it now, Wortman indicated. 

Wortman and his associates 
at Buddha Farms sell the root 
for $19.95 per 21-gram bag. 
This is enough to last for ten 
days, Wortman said, which 
would make the cost approxi¬ 
mately $2 a day. ▼

“Suddenly I realized I had two choices. 
One was to feel sorry for myself; the other 
was to do something for others.” His doctor 
told him he could have five more years of 
strong accomplishment or do nothing and 
die in ten years. He said he would prefer 
the first, more active, option. 

Despite his illness, Jackson is proud that 
he has never missed a health commission 
meeting. He participates in AIDS walks and 
“I go to everything, at the age of almost 50.” 

That tenacity, drive, and enthusiasm are 
some of the reasons he should be elected 
supervisor, he said: “I’m a person who 
loves San Francisco and am willing to ded¬ 
icate my life to seeing that every citizen has 
a better quality of life here.” 

Voters see public safety as the most 
important issue this year, in Jackson’s view. 
If he were supervisor, hate crimes and gay 
bashing simply would not be tolerated. 
“After that,” he told the B.A.R., “jobs.” His 
top priority would be to get major compa¬ 
nies to return to San Francisco to bring jobs 
and paychecks back to the city. 

If elected, Jackson would have his eye 
on the budget committee and the health 
committee. He feels in light of his extraor¬ 
dinary business success and his knowledge 
of health matters, that would be appropri¬ 
ate. “I’m very fiscally responsible,” he 
stressed. ▼

‘Safe Sucks’ Posters Liven Up Local Tearooms

Gay and bisexual men who 
take a bathroom break from the 
dinner table or the dance floor in 
scores of gay restaurants, dance 
clubs, and bars around town are 
the targets of a provocative new 
AIDS education campaign. 

The campaign features bold, 
small-format posters showing 
attractive men enjoying three- 
ways, water sports, fellatio, and 
other fun and games - replete 
with such provocative tag-lines 
as “Safe Sucks” and “Use Us” 


The posters will be posted in 
Bay Area toilet stalls, tanning 
salon rooms, clothing store 
dressing rooms, and even sex 
clubs, according to Wayne 
Blankenship, prevention coordi¬ 
nator for the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation. 

The prevention messages 
include sex-positive AIDS pre¬ 
vention information and 
resources, and were intentional¬ 
ly developed for a captive audi¬ 
ence, Blankenship told the Bay 
Area Reporter.

Oral Sex Risk Debate 
Continues to Rage 

Did Seven Vancouver Men Seroconvert 
As a Result of Receptive Oral Sex?

VANCOUVER, BRITISH 
COLUMBIA - Dr. Joss De Wet 
believes that a more virulent 
strain of HIV is responsible for 
the seroconversion of four of his 
patients whose sexual activity 
was confined to oral sex. 

“Receptive oral sex is not 
safe,” said the Vancouver physi¬ 
cian. While he is quick to point 
out that very little data on the 
risks of oral sex is currently 
available, preliminary research 
seems to agree that the risk fac¬ 
tor is about one percent. The 
recent writing citing this statis¬ 
tic appears in the July/August of 
The AIDS Reader. 

To put this figure into per¬ 
spective, unprotected anal inter¬ 
course is considered to have a 
factor of between six and ten 
percent. In practical terms this 
means that transmission of the 
virus can occur in receptive oral 
sex one in 100 times. 

Since January of this year De 
Wet is aware of seven cases of 
seroconversion of men in 
Vancouver who claim to have 
had only oral sex. He believes 
that the men are telling the truth. 

“We don’t think there are any 
secondary gains in lying. These 
men have nothing to gain by not 
being honest,” he said. 

The recently released 
Canadian AIDS Society’s 
(CAS) Safer Sex Guidelines 
continue to list oral sex as a 
low-risk activity. 

AIDS Vancouver follows 
these guidelines in the informa¬ 
tion they disseminate to the 
public. 

“What we tell people is that 
there is some risk [with recep¬ 
tive oral sex], but there is 
greater risk in vaginal or anal 
intercourse. We also tell them 
that the risk factor depends on 
the relative health of your 
mouth,” said Steve Martindale, 
Men’s Outreach coordinator for 
AIDS Vancouver. 

“Low-risk activities are 
defined as those where there are 
documented cases of transmis¬ 
sion, but very few,” Martindale 
said. “Oral sex is defined as 
low-risk.” 

Brent Allan, education issues 
coordinator for CAS, said that 
the AIDS organization has never 
said that oral sex is safe and that 
low risk can not be interpreted 
as “no risk.” 

While he believes that the 


Vancouver men’s claims are 
undoubtedly true, he voiced 
some reservations. 

“It’s very difficult for gay 
men to admit to unprotected 
anal sex, as it’s a stigmatized 
activity,” said Allan. 

According to Allan, studies 
in the U.S. show that stricter 
guidelines, such as the stance of 
oral sex without a condom as 
being high-risk, do little actual¬ 
ly to protect people from the 
getting the virus. 

“People have an incident of 
unprotected oral sex and then 
give up all safer sex practices. 
It’s like ‘I’m going to get it, so 
why bother,”’ said Allan. 

Dr. Luc Magne, a Vancouver 
dentist who has served the HIV¬ 
positive population since the 
beginning of the health crisis, 
believes it’s wiser to err on the 
side of caution. 

“We’ve been telling patients 
for years to wear condoms and 
pull out before they ejaculate, 
but now the guidelines will have 
to change,” said Magne. “‘On 
me, not in me’ is a very wise 
guideline. It’s got to be an all or 
nothing situation. I think it’s 
unrealistic to expect people to 
wear condoms for [oral sex].” 

One Vancouver man would 
have worn condoms if he had 
known the risk. 

“I was told that [receptive] 
oral sex was completely safe - 
the risk being one in five mil¬ 
lion,” said one of the men who 
now is HIV-positive. “I tested 
positive in May, on Friday the 
13th. I had some symptoms 
prior to testing, but I didn’t 
relate them.” 

The 24-year-old West End 
resident, who wishes to remain 
anonymous, said he believes 
that his seroconversion is the 
result of a new and more aggres¬ 
sive strain of the virus. 

Prior to his change in HIV 
status, the former student had 
tested negative every six months 
for the past four years and had 
not participated in anal sex in 
the past five years. 

He estimates that he had oral 
sex a dozen times in the year 
prior to being diagnosed. His 
advice to other gay and bisexual 
men is simple: “Don’t take the 
risk - use a condom - oral sex, 
anal sex, it doesn’t matter.” ▼

very captive audience with very 
practical information for reduc¬ 
ing risk for HIV,” he said. 

According to Blankenship, 
studies show that adult gay and 
bisexual men in San Francisco 
understand the essentials of safe 
sex and don’t want to be lec¬ 
tured to in parental or conde¬ 
scending styles. 

The ads can be seen in stalls 
in the Polk and Castro areas, and 
will begin to appear in South of 
Market establishments with the 
advent of the Folsom Street Fair, 
said Les Pappas of Educational 
Message Service, which has 
developed the program in col¬ 
laboration with SFAF. 

There are six posters in the 
initial group, Pappas told the 
Bay Area Reporter, and the sce¬ 
narios they depict range from a 
three-way sex scene - which 
features a “pig bottom” in a 
leather sling, plus instructions 
about what to do if a condom 
breaks during sex - to a photo of 
a man taking a leak at a urinal 
with the “Use Us” tagline, sur¬ 
rounded by the logos and phone 
numbers of a variety of local 
AIDS resource groups. 

Pappas called the advertising 
medium “narrowcasting,” and 
said the format is effective for 
getting the public health mes¬ 
sage across to its audience 
because they are essentially cap¬ 
tive and see the message briefly 
but without distraction. 

“They’ve been pretty suc¬ 
cessful. I’m actually out there 
quite a bit and am getting a lot 


of good feed¬ 
back,” Pappas 
said. 

With an 
estimated 300 
posters to 
place in about 
100 venues, 

Pappas said 
that only 
four gay ve¬ 
nues - three 
Castro area 
bars and a 
Hayes Val¬ 
ley gym - 
have de¬ 
clined to 
participate 
in the pre- 
vention 
program.

Helms Amendments Come Up for Negotiation

National gay and lesbian 
groups stepped up lobbying 
efforts last week to ensure that 
two anti-gay measures attacking 
federal funding in education 
would be stricken from the final 
version of the Elementary and 
Secondary Education Act, 
which was scheduled to be dis¬ 
cussed in a joint Senate-House 
conference committee this 
week. 

The Human Rights 
Campaign Fund called on gays 
and lesbians nationwide to urge 


Congress to remove the discrim¬ 
inatory language, which among 
other things would cut off feder¬ 
al funds to schools that dissemi¬ 
nate neutral information about 
homosexuality. 

The anti-gay measures, 
sponsored in the Senate by 
Jesse Helms (R-North 
Carolina) and Robert Smith 
(R-New Hampshire) and in the 
House by Representative Mel 
Hancock (R-Missouri), would 
threaten HIV/AIDS and sui¬ 
cide prevention programs as 
well as bar local schools from 
determining the content of

Pro-gay legislators in the 
House and Senate introduced 
amendments designed to blunt 
the effects of Helms’s and 
Hancock’s; both of those mea¬ 
sures, sponsored by 
Representative Jolene Unsoeld 
(D-Washington) and Senators 
Edward Kennedy (D- 
Massachusetts), passed. The 
Human Rights Campaign Fund 
urged gay men and lesbians to 
persuade Congress members to 
support the language of Unsoeld 
and Kennedy’s measures over 
Helms’ and Hancock’s in the 
final version of the bill. Senator 
Paul Simon (D-IUinois) is 
among the legislators on the 
joint conference committee. 

If it were to make it into the 
final version of the federal edu¬ 
cation bill, Helms’s measure, 
which passed in the Senate last 
month 63-36, would cut funding 
to schools that, for example, dis¬ 
tribute materials supporting 
homosexuality “as a positive 
lifestyle alternative.” 

Kennedy’s amendment to 
the education act, which 
passed unanimously, would cut 
funds to schools that spend 
federal money directly on 
encouraging sexual activity, 
heterosexual or homosexual. 
Helms’ measure specifically 
targets homosexual sex and is 
much broader, prohibiting 
either direct or indirect spend¬ 
ing on such programs. 

Most school districts get 
about 15 percent of their fund¬ 
ing from the federal govern¬ 
ment. Helms’s amendment 
would cut that funding, even if 
money from other sources is 
being used on such programs. 

Hancock’s amendment, 
passed in the House last March, 
would prohibit federal funds 
from going to any program that 
“promotes the homosexual 
lifestyle.” Unsoeld’s second- 
degree amendment asserts local 
school control over curriculum, 
gutting the effect of Hancock’s 
amendment. 

Rea Carey, coordinator of the 
National Advocacy Coalition on 


Youth and Sexual Orientation, 
said an unprecedented number 
of groups from across the board 
have sent letters to members of 
the joint conference committee 
urging them to delete Helms’s 
and Hancocks’ amendments 
from the education act. 

“I’m encouraged that for the 
first time we’ve seen these types 
of amendments, more people 
are getting involved and con¬ 
cerned than ever before,” Carey 
said. “They’re finally under¬ 
standing the connection 
between issues. These amend¬ 
ments don’t just affect gay and 
lesbian youth, but straight youth 
and teachers and First 
Amendment rights.” 

Six national education 
groups recently sent a joint let¬ 
ter to Congress focusing on the 
violation of local school control 
inherent in the anti-gay amend¬ 
ments, Carey said. The groups 
signing the letter were the 
National Education Association, 
the Parent Teacher Association, 
the National School Boards 
Association, the National 
Association of Secondary 
School Principals, the National 
Association of Elementary 
School Principals, and the 
Council of Chief State School 
Officers. 

Another letter was sent to 
Congress by a broad-based 
coalition of school health 
groups, Carey said, focusing on 
the local school control issue as 
well as the devastating effect the 
measure would have on provid¬ 
ing counseling services and sex¬ 
uality and AIDS education. 

“The breadth of this amend¬ 
ment is severely damaging,” 
Carey said. “It ranges anywhere 
from [barring schools from] 
supporting a young person con¬ 
templating suicide to whether 
certain school plays could be 
produced. It really is devastat¬ 
ing.” 

Lobbyists in Washington 
have been working closely with 
Kennedy’s staff in recent weeks, 
Carey said, and are hopeful that 
the anti-gay amendments will 
ultimately be stricken. T

U.N. Bounces 
Gay Group

The International Lesbian 
and Gay Association (ILGA) 
has been suspended from its 
observer status on the United 
Nations’ Economic and Social 
Council. 

Once again. Senator Jesse 
Helms, the Republican dema¬ 
gogue from North Carolina, has 
won an important round. 

This time, his success was 
not in the halls of Congress, but 
in the United Nations after the 
U.S. leadership bent to Helms’s 
demands. 

“The U.S. Government has 
repeatedly told us they are the 
defender of gay and lesbian 
causes, and we have the feeling 
if this is how our friends behave, 
then certainly we feel very lost 
in the world with all the number 
of enemies we have to cope 
with,” said Hans Hgerpekjon, 
secretary general of ILGA, in an 
interview printed in The New 
York Times on Sunday, 
September 18. 

The U.N. action stems from 
another anti-gay amendment to 
a congressional Foreign 
Relations authorization bill by 
the homophobic Helms and 
approved by the U.S. Senate last 
January. That amendment said 
the U.S. must reduce the U.N.’s 
funding by $118 million unless 
“the President certified ... that 
no United Nations agency ... 
grants any official status, 
accreditation or recognition to 
any organization which pro¬ 
motes, condones, or seeks the 
legalization of pedophilia, or 


which includes as a subsidiary 
or member any such organiza¬ 
tion.” 

ILGA was the only organiza¬ 
tion that represented gay and 
lesbian rights in the U.N. 

The suspension came 
because of its perceived links to 
groups that promote pedophilia, 
namely the North American 
Man/Boy Love Association 
(NAMBLA). 

The U.S. argued before the 
U.N. that pedophilia was incon¬ 
sistent with the UN Charter’s 
provisions on the rights of chil¬ 
dren, and that members of 
ILGA - an umbrella group rep¬ 
resenting gay and lesbian 
groups worldwide - supported 
and condoned such behavior. 

In July, 1993, the U.N. 
Economic and Social Council 
granted consultative status to 
ILGA, allowing it to participate 
in meetings and conferences as 
an observer. At the time NAM¬ 
BLA was a member of ILGA. 

Last June, NAMBLA was 
expelled from ILGA, which 
declared that pedophilia was not 
consistent with its aims. 

However, The New York 
Times reported that when asked 
by the U.S. to vouch that none 
of its members condoned such 
behavior, ILGA said it could 
not. 

In a lengthy release issued 
Monday, NAMBLA said the 
Clinton administration stabbed 
ILGA in the back. 

NAMBLA said ILGA was 
“politically as well as morally 
bankrupt” and said the organi¬ 
zation should dissolve itself. ▼ 


WHO Says Indian 
AIDS Funds Misused

NEW DELHI - Funds pro¬ 
vided to India to promote AIDS 
awareness have been misused, 
in some instances by truck dri¬ 
vers who use freely distributed 
condoms to plug leaking radia¬ 
tors, the World Health 
Organization said Tuesday, 
September 20. 

A WHO report said despite 
the fact that AIDS had spread 
throughout India, local and state 
governments were lagging 
behind in using funds to pro¬ 
mote protection against HIV. 

In 1992, the World Bank lent 
$84 million to India to finance 
its anti-AIDS program, but the 
loan remains unutilized, the 
report said. 

‘The problem in India is not 
lack of funds, but developing 
ways of using them,” National 
AIDS Control Organization 
project director RR. Dasgupta 
said. 

Where a state government 
was actually using the money, it 
was either underutilized or mis¬ 
used, the report said. 

For example, there has been 
an increasing demand for free 
condoms distributed by the gov¬ 
ernment, but these weren’t 
being used to promote safe sex. 

Interstate truckers in India, 


targeted by studies as a potential 
source of spreading the AIDS- 
causing human immunodefi¬ 
ciency virus, were using free 
condoms to fix leaking radiators 
on their trucks, the WHO report 
said. 

According to the National 
AIDS Control Organization, 
India has 1.62 million HIV-pos¬ 
itive cases - up by 60 percent 
since 1993. 

Most hospitals in India still 
have no blood screening facili¬ 
ties, and many refuse to treat 
HIV-positive patients. 

“Nearly 50 to 60 percent of 
blood in the country is not yet 
screened for HIV,” the head of a 
non-governmental health orga¬ 
nization said. 

Officials, however, cringe at 
>4he thought of educating a coun¬ 
try with the second largest pop¬ 
ulation in the world and ram¬ 
pant illiteracy and sexual 
taboos. 

India’s socioeconomic con¬ 
ditions act as a major barrier to 
controlling AIDS and enforcing 
laws in regard to HIV-positive 
victims. 

Prostitution in Bombay has 
flourished into a major service 
industry. 

A study last year by WHO 
revealed 35 percent of the city’s 
prostitutes tested HIV-positive. Y 


Police Look Into Internet Pornography

TORONTO (UPI) - Toronto police began 
investigating complaints Thursday, September 15, 
that the international Internet computer network 
has pornographic text and photographs easily 
accessible to children. 

A 25-year-old Canadian man with no children, 
Bruce Lloyd, complained in a letter to police he 
had found electronic text and pictures that he con¬ 
sidered “pornographic and obscene and in contra¬ 
vention to Canadian law.” And, he said, it would be 
easy for a child to find the “newsgroup” in the 
Internet network that Lloyd accessed, through a 
so-called “gateway” service called Interlog 
Internet Services of Toronto, which he asked 
police to prosecute. 

The Internet network was developed in the 
1970s by academic interests as a forum to 
exchange information. Free to users with a com¬ 
puter and modem, it has been dubbed “The 
Information Superhighway,” used by millions of 
people around the world. 

Matthew Harrop, the founder of Toronto’s 
Interlog service, provides access to the system with 
a simplified software interface for a monthly fee. 

He told United Press International he was aware 
that pornography was available through the vast 
network, but added the system was “designed to 


exchange information, not to block it out.” 

“I do my best to monitor what is routed through 
my system to clients, but the volume makes it 
humanly impossible,” Harrop said. 

He said his clients’ application for service 
includes a clause requiring parental consent for 
children under the age of 18 to use the system. 

“I don’t have any business telling parents what 
their children can see,” Harrop said. 

Detective John Ferguson, of Metro Toronto’s 
Morality Squad, said investigation into Lloyd’s 
complaints began Thursday. 

“I’m not going to say it’s a full criminal inves¬ 
tigation, but it’s well known that computer systems 
are now an area that the pornography industry is 
moving into,” Ferguson said. 

Toronto police conducted an undercover inves¬ 
tigation last year into electronic, or “bulletin 
board” pom that resulted in several arrests. 

Sergeant Bob Matthews of the Ontario Provin¬ 
cial Police, who heads a joint Metro-provincial task 
force on pornography called “Project P,” said 
Lloyd’s complaints were a challenge to investigators. 

“Under federal law, he’s got to prove who actu¬ 
ally distributed it,” Matthews said, but on the other 
hand, “it’s illegal to actually possess it [on a com¬ 
puter.]” That’s the law. And that goes for anti-pom 
activists like Lloyd, not just those who might enjoy 
looking at the pictures. Y

The 1994 Scabies

A utumn, or what passes 
for it in San Francisco, 
is upon us and that 
means that it’s time for 
the Fifth Annual Scabies Awards 
presentation. These honors are 
offered every year by 
AQUANET (Anachronistic 
Queers United Against Nit-pick¬ 
ing, Ego-maniac Traitors) to 
individuals and organizations 
whose help in the war against 
AIDS we’d rather not have. Like 
the pests named in the award, 
these people are omnipresent, 
parasitic vermin sucking the 
blood from the movement, and 
the recognition granted them 
here is, alas, only a small mea¬ 
sure of what they truly deserve. 

This year’s winners are: the 
“DNCB Now!” activists, for 
Outstanding Movement 

Fascism; Melinda Paras, for 
Most Egregious Careerist; and 
the local chapter of Catholic 
Charities for Poverty Pimping 
Above and Beyond the Call of 
Duty. As will be seen, Catholic 
Charities also won special 
recognition for its ability to add 
insult to injury. 

The “DNCB Now!” activists 
usually present themselves as 
ACT UP/San Francisco’s “alter¬ 
native treatments committee,” 
but for all intents and purposes 
they are loose cannons with few 
ties to any non defunct organiza¬ 
tion. A popular, cheap and wide¬ 
ly used (although unproved) 
treatment for HIV, DNCB has 


had a rough ride on its hype 
cycle. Its major scientific pro¬ 
tagonist, Dr. Strieker, was fired 
from his position at University 
of California for faking data - 
on a DNCB study. The promi¬ 
nent activist who heavily pro¬ 
moted the treatment committed 
suicide a week before he was 
due to issue a major “challenge” 
to mainstream researchers. 

Despair over these losses 
appear to have driven the surviv¬ 
ing DNCBists - there are only 
two or three of them, but they 
make up for their lack of num¬ 
bers with sheer shrillness - off 
the deep end. They now go to 
any AIDS forum, but particular¬ 
ly those organized around alter¬ 
native treatments, and do their 
best to disrupt the proceedings. 
They’ve zapped Project 
Inform’s monthly meetings (PI 
once co-sponsored a study of 
DNCB with Dr. Sticker, but

later withdrew from it and cur¬ 
rently refuses to comment on it 
or him), and the recent Chinese 
Medicine and AIDS conference. 

At the latter event they 
protested the launch of a small 
federal pilot study of DNCB - 
because the participants would 
also be taking Chinese herbs. 
They bellowed incoherently 
while storming up and down the 
auditorium. One of them seized 
the microphone and babbled 


that he’d talked personally with 
Dr. Fauci, and he would have 
this study shut down by the Feds 
if they didn’t dump the deadly 
Chinese poisons. At this point 
the rising hostility towards them 
became colored with pity, as the 
audience began to realize just 
how demented and delusional 
they were. The DNCBists left 
shortly thereafter. 

We’re not sure what these 
people are trying to accomplish; 
most HIVers who use DNCB 
don’t support them, and it’s hard 
to see how their tactics could 
possibly have any positive out¬ 
come. We are sure, however, 
that the rest of us would be bet¬ 
ter off without their fascistic, 
storm-trooper approach to 
activism. In addition to their 
Scabies, we award them a 
screening for AIDS dementia, to 
be conducted by C. Everett 
Koop, and a lifetime supply of 
AZT - which may not prolong 
life but does appear to limit neu¬ 
rological deterioration. 

Itinerant Mafia 

You would think that having 
to resign from Shanti 
Foundation, the City’s oldest 
and largest AIDS service group, 
in the wake of their worst-ever 
organizational disaster, follow¬ 
ing a flunked Federal audit, 
would ruin a person’s career. 
But Melinda Paras, despite that 
liability, has been tapped to be 
the new Chief Operating Officer 
of the troubled National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force (also

known as “the Task Farce”). 
That organization has recently 
seen the departure, in disgrace, 
of virtually all of their senior 
officers, so perhaps they really 
can’t afford to be picky. Even 
so. Paras’ comeback ranks her 
as the Most Egregious Careerist 
of 1994. 

The competition was, as is 
usual in this category, very stiff. 
There was strong sentiment in 
favor of the Director of PAWS 
(Pets Are Wonderful Support), 
who gave herself a ten thousand 
dollar bonus after refusing rais¬ 
es to office staff, and who was 
sending out resumes trumpeting 
her organizational ability even 
as the outraged constituency of 
PAWS was calling for her dis¬ 
missal. But in the end she was 
considered a penny-ante dictator 
compared to the cool profes¬ 
sionalism of Paras. 

Paras is an outstanding mem¬ 
ber of what some people call the 
itinerant “gay Mafia,” profes¬ 
sional lobbyists and managers 
who move from agency to 
agency, taking their loyal side- 
kicks with them whenever 
they’re forced from one lucra¬ 
tive position to another by the 
crises that result from their 
greed, over-sized egos, and 
incompetence. If there were 
only some way to convince her 
and her ilk to turn their coats 
and join the opposition, imagine 
the disarray they would cause as 
the managers of Operation 
Rescue, the Traditional Values 
Coalition, and similar groups! 

Until that happy day, we 
award Paras her Scabie and the 
following additional prizes: a 
health plan with a $5,000 life¬ 
time cap on services, vested 
interest in a pension fund that has 
been looted by dishonest admin¬ 
istrators and currently has a neg¬ 
ative balance, and the director¬ 
ship of a large national organiza¬ 
tion that’s almost more discredit¬ 
ed than she is, and has already 
been picked clean by the depart¬ 
ing swarm of careerists. We 
know you’ll do as good a job at 
the NGLTF as you did at Shanti. 

Deadly Charity 

Our final Scabie, for Poverty 
Pimping, goes to Catholic 
Charities, one of the major ben¬ 
eficiaries of Paras’s incompetent 
handling of Shanti’s finances. 
When the Fed busted Shanti for 
improper bookkeeping, they 
forced it to divest many of its 
externally funded projects and 
turn them over to other organi¬ 
zations. AIDS Health Project, a 
major contender for this award, 
took over management of many 
of its support groups. But 
Catholic Charities got virtually 
all of Shanti’s housing funds. 

It might seem odd to turn 
over a population that is at least 


half gay to an international orga¬ 
nization that consistently cru¬ 
sades against gay rights. Some 
would say that having Catholics 
look after gay PWAs is like 
putting Nazis in charge of a 
Jewish hospice. Nor does 
Catholic Charities have a good 
record locally: residents of their 
Peter Claver house (for PWAs) 
have complained about physi¬ 
cally abusive and homophobic 
janitorial staff, and a carelessly 
monitored epidemic of treat¬ 
ment-resistant tuberculosis 
killed a number of residents not 
long ago. How would you like 
to have such people responsible 
for your living situation? 

You wouldn’t, but nobody 
else would pick up the contracts. 
Catholic Charities got us by 
default because nobody else 
who wants to take care of PWAs 
could qualify to bid on us. 

In fact, technically speaking. 
Catholic Charities didn’t qualify 
either because they violate the 
City law that requires con¬ 
stituency representation 
including gays - on their board. 
Every one knows that the 
Catholic church is full of closet¬ 
ed, homophobic, child-molest¬ 
ing homosexuals, but such 
craven Toms clearly represent 
the Pope far more than they do 
the gay community. The church, 
trying to pose as a protector of 
closeted homos, declared that it 
was against their policy to ask 
people their sexual orientation! 
This, of course, is the detail 
that’s earned them special men¬ 
tion for Adding Insult to Injury. 

In addition to their Scabie, 
Catholic Charities is awarded a 
rainbow flag for Peter Claver 
house, a subscription to the 
NAMBLA newsletter, and a 
“Hate is not a Family Value” 
bumper-sticker for the 
Popemobile. 

No doubt some priest or 
other will write in to denounce 
this columnist as being anti¬ 
clerical. Girlfriend, you don’t 
know the half of it. I favor 
immediate and total confisca¬ 
tion of all Papal property with¬ 
out compensation - it worked 
really well in England (1545), in 
France (1789) and in Mexico 
(1860), why not here? I would, 
however, settle for simply strip¬ 
ping them and all other orga¬ 
nized religions of their tax- 
exempt status if that’s the best 
we can do. 

In the meantime, I pray to 
the Goddess to protect me from 
“Catholic” Charity. With chari¬ 
ty like that, who needs enmity? 
The same goes for the “advoca¬ 
cy” of the DNCBists and the 
“leadership” of Melinda Paras. 
Their attentions and “assis¬ 
tance” are as welcome as a case 
of the scabies: thus their 
awards. ▼

fairly extensive damage 
through that kind of vandal¬ 
ism,” Faberman told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

There will be no official 
reinstallation ceremony, 
Faberman said, but she 
added that does not rule out 
some kind of ceremony by 
the Lesbian Gay and 
Bisexual Center at Stanford, 
after the beginning of the 
fall semester at the end of 
September. 

The sculpture was com¬ 
missioned by the Mildred 
Andrews Fund of New 
Orleans, and is a monu¬ 
ment to the Stonewall riots 
in Greenwich Village. It 
has been on indefinite loan 
from the fund to the univer¬ 
sity since it was installed 
on February 22, 1984. 

The sculpture was severe¬ 
ly damaged less than two 
weeks later when an uniden¬ 
tified man attacked the 
sculpture repeatedly with a 
ballpeen hammer, denting it 
more than 40 times.

sound system. The promised “public courtroom” 
never quite jelled. Charges were hurled against 
Kessler, the FDA, the limited effectiveness of 
available medications, the practice of medicine in 
general, and the delivery of medical services to 
the poor in particular. 

San Francisco AIDS activist Rebecca 
Henschler participated in the demonstration and 
said she found it “extremely focused: like, ‘Go 
there, do what we have to do, and go home.’ 

“It was a more diverse, more grassroots action 
than I’ve seen in years - not just a few people and 
their pals.” 

Media coverage was largely absent; there were 
no television crews or reporters. One speaker at 
the microphone said they were giving all the cov¬ 
erage to Haiti, a belief shared by Henschler. 
Afterwards, media savant and activist Ann 
Northrop said the subject was complex and the 
media no longer cared. But she “felt good” about 
the demonstration. “The people inside the build¬ 
ing [FDA] would know” about it. 

“What we’re asking for is something the FDA 
has a hard time getting through its head,” 
Henschler told the Bay Area Reporter. “We’re 
asking for mandates, specific life-saving mea¬ 
sures. It will take time to see [if it will have an 
effect].” 

Tuesday’s action followed a September 9 meet¬ 
ing with Kessler, where the group had laid out its 
demands. Both sides described the session in pos¬ 
itive language and intend to meet again in early 
November. 

“What usually happens,” Henschler said, “is 
that having shown some physical determination, 
it usually improves meetings to follow.” ▼

said, “and will take appropri¬ 
ate action with violators.” 

Critics of the police called 
the B.A.R. to complain that 
“current police policy causes a 
real chilling cloud over the 
street fairs.” They contended 
there were no city laws forbid¬ 
ding nudity in public expect in 
parks. 

Section 314 and Section 
647 (a) of the State Penal 
Code forbid nudity on public 
streets, Yalon said. He said 
people could expose them¬ 
selves in private behind closed 
doors, providing the Alcoholic 
Beverage Control (ABC) 
authorities did not object. 

The law forbids public dis¬ 
plays, such as masturbation, 
Yalon said. 

“We’ve been to this fair for 
years,” Yalon added, and 
police and organizers are 
working hand in hand to com¬ 
ply with the law and public 
sensitivity. People are caught 
unaware in the area some¬ 
times, just driving through, he 
said, and they have objected to 
public nudity. 

“We’re working with the 
fair and they are very 
much with us,” Yalon con¬ 
cluded. ▼

“Dick’s Cool New Tool: Martial Law.” 
The accompanying article was highly 
critical of Hongisto’s conduct as chief 
of police. 

The jury failed to award punitive 
damages in the case, but awarded 
Corsaro general damages of $36,000. 

Because Hongisto was chief of 
police at the time, and the officers who 
removed the papers from the racks were 
acting under his orders, the city of San 
Francisco may be also be liable for hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of dollars in attorney 
fees in the case - both for the plaintiff 
and for Hongisto. 

Hongisto was dismissed as chief of 
police for the action against the newspa¬ 
per. ▼

There is a certain depth of need at which a person will stick it in 
anybody or let anyone at all stick it in.”

artina Navratilova’s novel - no, I can’t 
call it a novel - this collection of 
printed pages may possibly be the 
worst collection of printed pages

ting.” Well, no. Zone is neither thrilling nor tri¬ 
umphant. The plot, or more appropriately, the 
random collection of loosely connected, albeit 
pointless, incidents, concerns - surprise - ten¬ 
nis players, who disappear, or die, or lose their 
grip with wearisome regularity.

First Novel by Journalist Anne-Christine d’Adesky 

An Insider’s Guide to Haiti

nne-Christine 
, d’Adesky, author of 

Under the Bone, a 

novel that vivisects 
post-Duvalier Haiti, won’t be 
going back to that country any 
time soon. “I would probably be 
killed if I went back now. Not 
just for the book, but for other 
things I’ve written.” In the 
sunny back patio at Josie’s, 
death seems a million miles 
away. “I don’t get nervous in 
San Francisco. When I go to 
Miami, where they’ve killed 
Haitian journalists, that’ll make 
me nervous: doing a public 
reading in a place where some¬ 
body can come and shoot me if 
they want to.” 

Sporting spiky hair the color 
of raven’s wings and clothed in 
shredded black cotton, 
d’Adesky, 36, looks more like 
punk grunge royalty than an 
endangered species of Haitian- 
American activist. Born in 
Michigan to a Haitian father and 
a French mother, she spent her 
summers and holidays in Haiti. 
She stopped visiting when she 
became uncomfortable with the 
racist, classist, apolitical men¬ 
tality of her social milieu. In the 
mid-1980s she approached Haiti 
on her own terms, as a corre¬ 
spondent for The San Francisco 
Examiner and The New York 
Times, “establishing her own 
friendships with activists and 
people trying to change the situ¬ 
ation under Duvalier,” she says. 

In 1988, she was put on a 
death list for her writing about 
the military drug trafficking 
then just beginning to develop. 
That forced exile, she says, 
determined her choice “to put a 
lot of what I had learned and 
observed and felt since child¬ 
hood into a novel, which was a 
form that enabled me to talk 
about the culture in ways 
which would not find an 
expression in traditional jour¬ 
nalism.” 

Rarely is fiction so clearly a 
matter of life and death. “This 
was a story that had to be writ¬ 
ten,” she says. “Nobody had doc¬ 
umented, certainly not in 
English, the phenomenon of dis¬ 
appearance. Nobody had 
addressed it in emotional or 
moral terms. Nobody had pre¬ 
sented Haitian voices that were 
broader than what you typically 
see. I really wanted those voices 
to be heard. These are people I’ve 
known and loved and many of 
them - many of them are dead.” 


AIDS parallel 

As a survivor, d’Adesky 
takes her role of witness very 
seriously. “I felt the responsibil¬ 
ity to try to say something,” she 
says. “Not just the facts, but 
from the emotional place that I 
lived and experienced. I was 
very lucky not to be killed. I 
don’t take it for granted. When I 
meet my friends in Boston or 
New York, I know I may not see 
them if they go back to Haiti. 
We’re living very close to the 
bone. There are a lot of parallels 
with how gay men and lesbians 
are living in the age of AIDS, 
but I’ve been seeing this since I 
was very young.” 

From her work with ACT UP 
in New York and as a founding 
member of the Lesbian 
Avengers, d’Adesky brings fem¬ 
inist analysis and queer sensibil¬ 
ity to her international politics - 
and vice versa. “One of the 
things I talk about in the book is 
AIDS, and that’s another chal¬ 
lenge for AIDS activists in the 
United States: we tend to see 
AIDS so narrowly. We forget 
it’s such a phenomenon in the 
rest of the world. AIDS is devas¬ 
tating Haiti, and no one is help¬ 
ing. That’s something we need 
to be talking about more.” 
Although the book does not 
directly address the closeted 
lives of gay and lesbian 


Haitians, the fact that its author 
is an out lesbian encourages dia¬ 
logue about gay rights. 

While d’Adesky says her 
book is not didactic, she 
nonetheless intends Under the 
Bone to increase people’s aware¬ 
ness of what’s at stake in Haiti. 
“The images we have of Haiti 
are so narrow and so racist for 
the most part: Haiti is poverty, 
it’s boat people, it’s AIDS. It’s 
violent, primitive, exotic,” says 
d’Adesky, listing the stereotypes 
that must be countered if Haiti is 
to elicit a groundswell of U.S 
sympathy. “It’s not merely that 
there’s a remarkable slaughter 
taking place, but the kinds of 
people who are being killed: 
people of courage, of vision, 
people who are moral, truly 
democratic. And I was trying to 
write a novel that provided a 
more individual, more personal 
picture of Haiti, so that it wasn’t 
as easy to dismiss it.” 

As for the future of her near¬ 
ly native land, d’Adesky claims, 
“I’m not naive. I think the 
bloodshed is going to continue 
for some time. But I’m hopeful 
that ultimately it’s not possible 
to keep a people down. Haiti 
will have to change.” ▼

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Latina Lesbian Loses Lover in ‘Cruel’ 

Mirror, Mirror, on the Wall

een any good Latina lesbian films lately? 
Probably not. Desi del Valle’s Cruel is a wel¬ 
come addition to a relatively small canon, a 
classic lesbian tale of girl loses girl, girl begs for 
girl, girl still loses girl. 

The film centers on Isabel, a Latina woman who is 
suffering from more than severe broken-heart syndrome. 
Her lover Melanie has just left her, but the film is not 
simply about Isabel and Melanie: it’s about the entire les¬ 
bian community as well. 

Every dyke in American has known these women, 
which is precisely del Valle’s point. Isabel gives her lover 
much more than her love - she gives all of herself away. 
When the relationship ends, she is lost, without an identity. 

Her downward spiral borders on the pathetic. She bar¬ 
gains, begs and bellows for her lover to return. Through 
Isabel’s character, del Valle begs and bellows with the 
women of the lesbian community to wake up and look at 
themselves. 

Race a minimal issue 

Race is a minimal issue in Cruel. The only difference 
between this Latina relationship and any other lesbian rela¬ 
tionship is that the breakup’s racial overtones - Melanie has 
deserted her for a Caucasian woman named Catherine - 
heighten Isabel’s already considerable anxiety. 

Although Catherine’s lines are limited, her character 
provides subliminal comic relief. Reminiscent of the 
character of Tom Willis on The Jeffersons, she is por¬ 
trayed as a generic white dyke - chopped-off hair, leather 
jacket, freedom rings, motorcycle, and a cocky, manly 
strut. 

Cruel reinforces the fact that race has little to do with 
lesbian norms, one of these norms being codependency 
and lack of individual identity. Within her relationship 
with Melanie, Isabel had no individual identity, and she 
loses herself even further as she tries to gain back her 
lover to, she thinks, gain back herself. Del Valle chal¬ 
lenges the lesbian community to break this pattern. 


Cruel is both entertaining and thought-provoking, a 
difficult combination to achieve, but one which del Valle 
makes look easy. Although the film’s length is only 20 
minutes the filmmaker does a magnificent job, with and 
without words, of delving into her characters’ psyches. 

One of the most refreshing aspects of Cruel is that it 
does not play on false ideas of romance and does not try 
to satisfy any audience need for a happy ending, though 
it does end on an upbeat note. It’s an accurate portrait of 
lesbian relationships and lesbian loss - loss of a lover and 
loss of one’s self - that serves as a metaphor for the com¬ 


munity as a whole. 

Cruel plays in the 1994 Festival Cine Latino, Sept. 25 
at 8 p.m., as part of the “Love and Roots” program at the 
Center for the Arts. Other works of interest to gay/lesbian 
viewers include More Than a Paycheck, Carmelita 
Tropicana, Your Kunst Is Your Waffen, A Ride Out, 
Homens (Men), Viva 16! and Acorda Raimundo. ▼

George Birimisa’s ‘Looking for Mr. America’ 

Gay Life Before MTV

n Looking for Mr. 

America, a new one-man 

show at Josie’s Cabaret, 

author/star George 
Birimisa displays something 
not often seen in gay solo per¬ 
formance: age. So often we see 
the trials and tribulations of 
coming out, of finding a queer 
identity with obstacles like 
race, the straight world and 
family dysfunction to add com¬ 
plication. But seldom are we 
offered the chance to hear 
about gay life before MTV. 

Birimisa’s first play was 
produced in New York in 1966, 
and he was the first openly gay 
playwright to receive a 
Rockefeller grant. His plays 
have been produced across the 
U.S., in Canada and in 
England, and he has even had a 
minor Off-Broadway hit 
(Georgie Peorgie). What he 
attempts in Mr. America is the 
creation of a gay male charac¬ 
ter, Richie, whose story is told 
from his childhood in the ’30s 
to his HIV-positive later years 
in the ’90s. The story Birimisa 
tells is full of the longing, tor¬ 
ment and self-discovery that 
seems to be a universal part of 


‘Don Juan Giovanni’Fails to Seduce 

Heavy in a Chevy

pplause at the begin¬ 
ning of a play rarely 
occurs outside the 
Broadway realm, and 
even then only at the entrance of 
a big star or at the lifting of the 
curtain to reveal a stunning set. 
In Don Juan Giovanni, a co-pro- 
duction of Berkeley Repertory 
Theatre and Minneapolis-based 
Theatre de la Jeune Lune, the 
audience applauds a bright blue 
1950 Chevy when it drives onto 
the stage. 

But there is even more to this 
car. A short time later the top 
goes down to reveal its glowing 
red interior to additional 
applause. 

The car is stunning and used 
to remarkable effect in this pro¬ 
duction, which is also blessed 
with solid acting, strong vocal 
performances, dramatic staging 
and a rich visual appeal. It com¬ 
bines a play version of Don 
Juan (based primarily on 
Moliere’s version) with the 
Mozart opera Don Giovanni. 
The script, written by Jeune 
Lune company members Steven 
Epp, Felicity Jones, and 
Dominique Serrand with long¬ 
time collaborator/dramaturg 
Paul Walsh, is performed by 
their company as well as a few 
opera singers. 

However, terrific perfor¬ 
mances, vivid staging and 
sumptuous design do not an 
entire production make. As an 
introduction to the critically 
acclaimed and highly popular 
Theatre de la Jeune Lune, Don 
Juan is a disappointment. 

Morally bankrupt 

The basic rudiments of the 
story are included, but do not 
amount to much. Don Juan is a 


seducer of women; that is the 
entirety of his existence. 
Historically, he has been por¬ 
trayed in poetry and drama as a 
morally bankrupt, thoroughly 
damnable human being who is 
bound for eternal damnation. 
Nevertheless, he continues with 
his merry lifestyle until he is 
carried off to hell. 

In this production, the story 
and opera unfold simultaneous¬ 
ly. There is a Don Juan 
(Dominique Serrand, who also 
directed), his faithful servant 
Sganarelle (Steven Epp), his 
spurned wife Elvira (Felicity 
Jones) and few other characters. 
There is also a singing Don 
Giovanni (Gary Briggle), his 
faithful servant Leporello 
(Bradley Greenwald), and his 
spurned wife Donna Elvira 
(Cynthia Lohman). 

In Don Juan Giovanni, Don 
Juan is the straight man’s dream 

- perhaps even vision of himself 

- the irresistible lover for whom 
women will desert their hus¬ 
bands-to-be, boyfriends, even 
their independence, just for a 
quickie with him in the back 
seat of a fancy car. For his part, 
after their tryst, Don Juan 
dumps them out on the road and 
searches for the next conquest 
without the slightest concern. 

Of course, in drama as in real 
life, a person does this enough 
and someone’s bound to get 
upset. So too does this happen 
here. However, as the produc¬ 
tion has little more than the trap¬ 
pings and glitter of the fancy 
car, the angry attempts at 
revenge on the lascivious Don 
Juan are as threatening to him as 
a single mosquito. In fact, 
Serrand’s approach to the role is 
rather disinterested. Even his 
seductions consist of nothing 
more than waiting for the next 


the gay experience, but the 
world Richie grows up in 
offers him few choices to 
express his sexuality. 

Having won a reputation as 
the “cocksucker” in his 
Pittsburgh neighborhood, 
Richie can barely walk down 
the street without a male steel 
worker grabbing his crotch or 
making lewd suggestions. 
Richie decides to escape by 
journeying west in search of 
(Continued on page 47) 


woman to jump into the car. It is 
too bad that director Serrand 
never pushes himself as an actor 
to play a more active or interest¬ 
ed Don Juan. 

Undeveloped role 

The role of Sganarelle, Don 
Juan’s servant, is never really 
developed either. There is no 
question that Sganarelle is 
unhappy with Don Juan’s 
behavior. In fact, one of the 
highlights of the show is his sec¬ 
ond-act monologue, in which he 
rails with great force against the 
seducer’s behavior and attitude 
toward life. As formidable as 
Epp’s farcical talents are, his 
delivery of this anguished 
speech is even more outstand¬ 
ing. 

But no convincing reason for 
the servant to stay with Don 
Juan emerges. His counterpart 
in the operatic sections, 
Leporello, wears a hangman’s 
noose around his neck, connect¬ 
ed to a long rope, signifying his

Team Dresch, The Gits, Heavens to Beauty 

New Seattle Sounds

he Seattle area continues to produce 
some of the best alternative music in 
the country. Here’s a look at some of 
the fall’s best offerings. First, Team 
Dresch, that new, all-woman band headed by 
ex-San Fran gal Donna Dresch. Donna couldn’t 
be content to just publish a ’zine, play a mean 
bass, guest star in Fifth Column, work at K 
Records or be one of the West Coast’s most 
notorious nerd babes. No, she’s gone two steps 
further by founding her own record label, 
Chainsaw, and a band. Team Dresch, with Jody 
and Kaia. 

In concert, these gals groove with a fero¬ 
cious wallop of queer grrrl power, and though 
their first seven-inch isn’t a substitute for see¬ 
ing them live, it’s the next best thing. For any¬ 
one following the alternative world of dyke 
music, this is essential listening. The three 
songs on this seven-inch aren’t exceptional, but 
“Molasses in January” is appropriately brood¬ 
ing, “Hand Grenade” has a good beat and 
“Endtime Relay” is definitely danceable. 
Furthermore, these gals are totally out about 
being queer in their interviews. If you want 
more info about them, write Kill Rock Stars, 
120 NE State, No. 418, Olympia, WA 98501. 

More from 7 Year Bitch 

On a more tragic note, some will remember 
that several years ago the Seattle-based group 
the Gits dedicated their first album, Frenching 
the Bully, to 7 Year Bitch’s guitarist Stefanie 
Sargent, who died of a heroin overdose around 
that time. In a ghoulish twist of fate, 7 Year 
Bitch ended up naming their recently released 
second record, Viva Zapata, after Gits’ lead 
singer Mia Zapata, who was brutally murdered 
only a year later in July 1993. 


These macabre details may turn you off both 
to the Bitch’s Zapata and the Gits’ recent prod¬ 
uct Enter: The Conquering Chicken. But don’t 
be - these are fine albums brimming with bit¬ 
ing lyrics, raw emotions, and accomplished 
musicianship. Both records, and their creators, 
represent some of the finest music coming out 
of the infamous Pacific Northwest music scene. 
Enter was released after Mia’s death, so it’s 
tinged, understandably, with sadness, but over¬ 
all the album is snarly good fun. Songs like 
“Precious Blood” and “Guilt Within Your 
Head” prove the Gits were on the verge of their 
big break, and its live tracks, with Mia talking 
and joking with the audience, add a poignancy 
not lost on listeners. 

The term snarly also applies to Viva Zapata, 
some of whose lyrics, screamed by Bitch lead 
singer Selene Vigil, burn with hatred towards 
Mia’s still-unknown killer and anguish for her 
lost friend. Other cuts, like “The Scratch,” are 
classic Bitch songs: raw, female, punk. For info 
write C/Z at 1407 E. Madison, No. 41, Seattle, 
WA 981 22. Note: In the hope of apprehending 
Mia’s killer, a private investigator has been 
hired, and donations can be sent to the 
Investigative Account for Mia Zapata, 2602 NE 
65th St., Seattle, WA 98115. 

Betsy’s ’Direction’ 

Finally, the latest installment from the 
Olympia-based band Heavens to Betsy has 
arrived: a seven-inch called Direction. 
Recorded by Donna Dresch (who else) and 
Jody on the Chainsaw label, it features the 
group’s trademark sound: Corin Tucker’s heart¬ 
breaking, piercing vocals swooning over Tracy 
Sawyer’s drums and guitar. Themes of female 
revenge and male misgivings dominate the 
record’s four songs. I love it! Write Chainsaw

Decade-Hopping With Two British Bands 

Blurry and Pulpy 
Pop Confections

he song sticks to your brain like bubble gum. It is the kind 
of song that deserves to be blasted from the car stereos of 
teenage-driven, candy-colored convertibles cruising down 
hot summer streets. It’s a perfect slice of British new wave, 
and it’s beautifully crafted. Called “Girls and Boys,” its chorus is a 
sexually liberated chant: “Girls who want boys who like boys who do 
girls who do boys like their girls who do girls like their boys ... 
always should be someone you really love.” 

It is unabashed in its celebratory, yet cautionary lyrics and stylized, 
electro-pop grooves. Hell, it’s practically a bisexual anthem for the ’90s. 

Except it sounds as if it came from the early ’80s. But this is no 
lost gem from some new wave one-hit wonder. This is the first song 
off Blur’s most recent album, the brilliant Parklife. Glistening with 
infectious pop hooks and intelligent lyrics, there is absolutely no rea¬ 
son why Blur should have made such a fine record. 

I completely dismissed Blur back in 1990, when their debut record 
first hit these shores. Mired in the now-dated “Manchester sound,” I 
slagged them off as scene bandwagoneers. And perhaps they still are. 
For as soon as they shuffled off that particular label, another label 
took its place. Across the pond, the British music press is now herald¬ 
ing them as part of “the New Wave of New Wave.” On this, their third 
record, it seems to be a somewhat apt description, as their varied 
sound recalls past efforts by such seminal British new wave bands as 
Haircut 100 and Heaven 17. 

But Parklife has more going for it than the mere aping of its pre¬ 
decessors. For one thing, you probably can’t find a more pristine 
example this year of pure Brit-pop confection. At 16 songs, there’s 
nary a bad apple in the bunch. Basically, it’s a collection of tales of 
boring, ordinary people - yet there’s something quite interesting in 
that. It’s oh-so-veddy British, with its wry observations of middle- 
class existence and droll “everyman” characterizations. And the key¬ 
boards, which have less of a “wimpy” stigma over in Britain than 
they do here in the States, propel many of these tunes, giving them 
that vague new wave feel. 

’80s Band for the ’70s? 

If Blur is a ’90s band that sounds somewhat ’80s, then Pulp is an 
’80s band that sounds somewhat ’70s. But Pulp has a better excuse than

SFO’s ‘II Trovatore’ 

Magnificent Mezzo

pera is an art form 
which sometimes 
seems to encourage 
excess, off stage as 
well as on. So the rumors of 
trouble during rehearsals of the 
San Francisco Opera’s new pro¬ 
duction of Verdi’s II Trovatore, 
which opened last Saturday 
(September 17), were not too 
unusual at first. 

But then, the day before the 
premiere, accounts of soprano 
Aprile Millo’s alleged vocal dif¬ 
ficulties and fights with conduc¬ 
tor Daniel Oren appeared in the 
local press, and the operatic gos¬ 
sip mills crescendoed: had Millo 
actually been fired? Could she 
sing if she did appear on stage? 
Who would the opera get to 
replace her? The opera adminis¬ 
tration remained silent, which 
only added fuel to the fire. 

In the end, Millo’s under¬ 
study, soprano Claudia Waite, a 
1994 Adler Fellow, sang" 
Leonora and acquitted herself 
well in the process. According 
to a press release, “Miss Waite 
was called upon as a last-minute 
replacement for Aprile Millo, 
who had to cancel her perfor¬ 
mance due to health problems.” 
Which leaves open the question 
of who will sing the other six 
performances for which Millo 
was scheduled, to say nothing of 
her performances in Mefistofele 
later in the season. (How “last- 
minute” the replacement was 
could perhaps be questioned 
since the audience learned of the 
cast change in a handsomely 
printed announcement complete 
with Waite’s photo.) 

Dazzling Dolora 

All the pre-curtain drama 
could easily have overshadowed 
the opera itself. That it didn’t is 
largely thanks to mezzo Dolora 
Zajick, who sang Azucena. Not 
only was she in astonishing 
voice - filling the house with 
deep chest tones, tossing off a 
high C and riveting the audience 
with her committed dramatic 
portrayal of the mad Gypsy who 
mistakenly threw her own child 
into the fire - she was just as 
compelling singing softly, 
something she dared to do often. 
For once we actually got the 
fourth act duet “Ai nostri monti” 
sung as Verdi asked, “between 


sleeping and waking.” It is rare 
to see such authority on stage 
coupled with such great singing. 
Anyone who loves opera should 
not miss it. 

Fortunately, Zajick was 
strongly seconded by Oren’s 
conducting, which followed 
Verdi’s dynamic markings, 
never drowned out the singers, 
and kept the opera moving 
while also allowing the singers 
to breath and shape their phras¬ 
es. How nice to hear a conductor 
who permits singers to interpo¬ 
late some traditional high notes 
(the tenor in his off-stage 
“Deserto sulla terra,” Leonora in 
the Miserere) and to hold the 
high B-flat in the first act trio 
while also leading a disciplined 
performance. Under his direc¬ 
tion the orchestra and chorus 
made a strong contribution to 
the evening. 

If tenor Fabio Armiliato did 
not exactly set the house afire in 
his local debut as Manrico, he 
used his rather small, Italianate 
voice intelligently, singing his 
two third-act arias well, and cut 
a slim, convincing figure on 
stage. Jeffrey Wells was fine as 
Ferrando. 

Unfortunately, Paolo Gava- 
nelli as Count di Luna often sang 
flat, did not mold Verdi’s long 
vocal lines, and seemed content 
to bluster his way through the 
evening. But his provincialness 
seemed rather appropriate given 
John Copley’s direction and 
Gerard Howland’s sets. 

Puzzling production 

Trovatore is another of the 
new productions the San 
Francisco Opera is offering this 
season in an effort to save 
money, and while some of the 
naturalistic but sparse sets work 
fine, there are a few very odd 
choices. Why are the two- 
dimensional, cutout clouds and 
wooden sun beams (intended for 
the convent interior) present 
throughout the opera? They 
make an extremely odd frame 
for other scenes, especially the 
opera’s first scene which this 
production places inside an 
army barracks, complete with 
bunk beds and bare-chested sol¬ 
diers clad in shiny, black leather 
pants. (Verdi wanted it in “a 
vestibule in the Palace of 
Aliaferia” around the year 1409, 
but what did he know?)

However, the most serious 
flaw is the decision to wheel a 
restraining device on stage dur¬ 
ing the opera’s closing moments 
so the audience can watch a 
mannequin, clumsily substituted 
for Manrico, get its head cut off, 
then be lifted high. Not only 
does this gratuitous nonsense 
directly contradict the score 
(which specifically refers to 
Manrico’s execution taking 


place off stage), but it also 
leaves the way open for stage 
mishaps in a production that 
does not need anymore chances 
for laughter. Sure enough, open¬ 
ing night the soldier who was 
supposed to behead “Manrico” 
with his sword missed the 
dummy’s dead and hit the furni¬ 
ture instead - to the amusement 
of the audience. Why is it so 
impossible for the San 


Francisco Opera to give us Verdi 
the way the composer wanted 
his operas given? ▼

Short, But Not Always Sweet

os Fallopia is a very funny duo who recently 
appeared in a musical review they called Two 
Sisters From Different Cul-de-Sacs. What 
was it about? It was about an hour. But seri¬ 
ously, if I complain that an hour wasn’t enough, will 
that be considered criticism or taken as a compliment? 

Dos Fallopia has a good cop/bad cop dynamic. 
Peggy Platt, who plays a mean acoustic guitar, sends up 
the goody-two-shoes variety of musical performers, 
while Lisa Koch, a very large woman with a wide range 
of grimaces, attacks the darker side of human nature 
with gargantuan gusto. 

Oh yes, there’s a third party, Julie Wolf, who most¬ 
ly hides behind an upright piano, accompanying and 
soloing with expertise but a tad too much musician- 
ly diffidence. 

When these three sing - which they do engag¬ 
ingly and in three-part harmony - they take 
songs from a variety of sources and pervert 
them to their own outlandish uses. Thus, 
Sondheim’s “Sweeney Todd, the demon barber 
of Fleet Street” becomes “Tonya H., the demon 
skater of Portland” in a minimusical adaptation 
of that recent media tragedy. To name a few of 
the musical quotes that follow, “Three Ladies” 
from Cabaret becomes “Three Skaters” and the 
Goldfinger theme becomes “Gold Medal”. 

Most improbably, and therefore successfully, 
the “Tonight” point and counterpoint from West 
Side Story becomes a duet between Kerrigan and 
Harding - while they’re in the process of skating 
for the Olympic gold! This must be seen to be 
believed. 


of Harding’s protracted public humilia¬ 
tion. Platt’s Kerrigan is funny, but not as 
funny, because she’s less overween- 


ingly monstruous - which may be a reflection on the 
Kerrigan-Harding dynamic and may say something 
about the relative comic talents of these two twin sis¬ 
ters. 

I’d hate to call Platt a “straight” woman, but when 
Koch gets going, she is ferociously funny, intensely 
inane, and one senses she has only begun to tap the 
reserves of her comic genius. Like all truly great per¬ 
formers - including Tonya Harding - she seems to 
know no shame. And like all great clowns, she can 
be shameless without losing her dignity. In other 
words, she is a rare talent. 

The evening got off to a fast start with a 
“magic carpet ride right back through time” 
to the ’60s. The Mamas and the Papas 
(Minus the Papas) tripped their way 
through a very funny, folksy, meaningless 
medley of rewritten period hits. There 
was an innocence, albeit a spurious 
ingenuousness, to the way the trio wore 
their flower-children garb that was 
completely disarming. Later, when 
Koch and Platt did a number on coun¬ 
try and western numbers in their tribute 
to the Judds, they wore micro cowgirl 
hats atop cascading curls, plus very 
snazzy red and black outfits. These 
well-chosen quick changes trans¬ 
formed the bare stage at Josie’s into 
something resembling a vaudeville 
house. 

An hour isn’t a long time, and when 
spent in the company of such savvy 
performers, it seems even shorter. 
Maybe next time they’d consider 
doing an encore. T

Certainly, the victimized 
women undergo dramatic 
changes, even rally against Don 
Juan, but in this story they are 
powerless to affect him. He 
feels no moral obligation and 
neither does he feel threatened 


by the repercussions of his 
action. He has no conflict, and 
without a struggle for him to 
face, the production becomes 
boring. Once the audience sees 
all of his spots, like witnessing 
all of the features of the car, 
there is nothing left to watch. 
The only thing left to do is sit 
back and take in the music. At 
least Mozart knew how to pre¬ 
sent passion and the conflict. ▼

The only mistake in this most 
arousing video occurs here. Car 
Thief No. 1 has got a big ’un, so 
big that Car Thief No. 2 can’t 
get much of it into his mouth. 
Think about it. No self-respect¬ 
ing pornographer shooting a 
fuck scene would even consider 
using a bottom who can’t take 
delivery, yet here we’re subject¬ 
ed to the pitiable fumbling of 
this beauteous but orifice-defi¬ 
cient slacker. 

But no mind. In pops M. Le 
Victim, who maintains his ini¬ 
tially dumbfounded expression 
long after he’s got No. 1 ’s dong 
halfway down his throat. He 
alternates between the two 
hijackers until both shoot. So 
true to form - I know the first 
thing I wanted to do if I got my 
hands on the mug who stole my 
Honda Civic a few years back 
was to give the sweetheart a 
blowjob. 

M. Le Victim, who’s proved 
so accommodating about the 
car, turns out to have an equally 
accommodating butthole, as he 
sits on the fat member of No. 1, 
who cajoles a juicy load out of 
him. 

MM’s second sequence fea¬ 
tures stylish lighting and camera 
angles as two guys pursue a 
looker who’s passed by them. 


They finally comer him, 
their throbbing, threaten¬ 
ing hard-ons substituting 
for a noir film’s guns. 

Guns, as all good psy¬ 
cho-babbling decon¬ 
structionists know, sym¬ 
bolize phalluses. Here 
the symbol proves as 
potent as the real thing: 

Before long it’s “Oui, 
oui! Yes, yes!” Bien 
sur. 

Sequence three is 
even better. Two shirt¬ 
less, swarthy dudes 
stand on the sidewalk. 

Up drives a man in a 
powder-blue Cadillac. He blind¬ 
folds them and takes them to the 
house of a really swarthy fellow. 

M. Really Swarthy sits down 
and starts laying $100 bills 
around his cock.

the Muscle Beach he reads 
about in every issue of Strength 
and Health magazine. 

Upon arriving in the tar pit 
of Southern California, Richie 
finds that his beloved Muscle 
Beach is nothing but a gaggle 
of old queens with pot bellies 
lifting weights. He soon falls in 
with the other boys his age, a 
group commonly referred to as 
rough trade. Richie hustles and 
befriends a drag queen named 
Miss Barbara Stanwyck. 
Eventually, Richie comes on to 
the wrong man, landing him in 
jail for 90 days for sexual 
deviancy. Fleeing LA, Richie 
moves to San Francisco, where 
he settles into his life as an 
aging sex addict. 

Birimisa’s observations on 
the life of an older, sexually 
active man are sharp and 
insightful. Richie says he feels 
invisible on Castro Street, 
where youth is the only desired 
product. When Richie runs into 
Miss Barbara Stanwyck 30 
years after their first meeting, 
Babs is in a solid relationship 
and is using her male name, 
Matthew. Richie, on the other 
hand, is a mess. 

What follows is the typical 
trek through a 12-step program: 
begrudging willingness, rejec¬ 
tion and ultimate acceptance. 
Even though he has tested pos¬ 
itive, it’s a happy ending for 
Richie, who begins conquering 
his demons and even embarks 
on his very first real date. 

Birimisa is a quirky per¬ 
former, one who walks along 
the edge of a dangerous 
precipice: the performance 
does not seem on solid ground, 
and with one misstep, the 
whole thing could fall into a 
chasm of embarrassment for 
performer and audience. 
Birimisa never oversteps, and 
indeed, this odd sensation is 
probably calculated, but it does 


keep a certain distance between 
his character and the audience. 
One thing Birimisa does prove 
in Looking for Mr. America is 
that as an older gay man, he is 
not invisible. His story is 
important and, for the most 
part, well told. 

Better on the page 

At the New Conservatory 
Theatre is a revival of George 
Bernard Shaw’s The 
Philanderer, a play that is 
rarely produced and for good 
reason. The Philanderer is 
dated, but that’s not it’s major 
problem. Some of Shaw’s 
trademarks are in evidence - 
especially his - forward-thinking 
attitude about women’s rights 
and his contempt for trendy 
schools of thought - but as far 
as plot and character go, there’s 
not much there. 

As performed by this cast of 
eight, the excessive verbiage 
falls flat. Moments of comedy 
are lost on performers who 
fancy themselves deft physical 
comedians but are most defi¬ 
nitely not. Director Thomas 
Lukens was apparently unable 
to find older actors to fill the 
roles of Mr. Cuthbertson and 
Col. Craven because the young 
men he cast and afflicted with 
silver paint in their hair can 
only bluster, guffaw and point 
in the direction of “old.” The 
key point of interest in The 
Philanderer is in its rarity of 
production. The play would 
actually be better served if one 
were to stay home, nestle into a 
comfortable chair, and read it 
silently. T

physiotherapist after she fell off a mountain, shat¬ 
tering both her leg and her career. Jordan works at 
a high-profile sports center where athletes come 
to get their heads shrunk, their skills improved, 
and their egos inflated. Enter tennis pro Audrey, 
ranked fourth in the world, who is very unhappy 
and, more importantly, losing matches. 

Can Jordan and the sports-center gang solve 
the problem? Of course not. Instead, Audrey 
takes off; Jordan decides to play detective and 
find her. On the way to an exceedingly tedious 
denouement, Jordan finds incest, child abuse, sui¬ 
cide, pregnancy, lawsuits, murder, tennis match¬ 
es, assaults and - who cares? Certainly not me. 
Each of these topics is reported with a lack of 
affect that borders on the pathological. 

That’s OK, because the characters Jordan 
meets on her journeys (California to Florida to 
Wimbledon to New York) are equally emotion¬ 
less, numbingly lifeless, lacking any whisper of 
humanity. We learn, for example, that the folks at 
the memorial service for a dead player are sad 
because, “several people were red-eyed.” At no 
point during this astonishingly dreadful COPP 
did I care an iota about any of the characters. 
Even the dog is boring. As for the mystery, the 
only mystery in this COPP is why was it written 
and why on earth was it published? 

Bench mark 
for bad writing 

Twenty-five years ago, I read a novel that con¬ 
tained a sentence so terrible (“She felt a lurch of 
dread”) that it’s been my bench mark for awful 
writing ever since. That is, until now, until The 
Total Zone. Consider the following: 

I’m really proud of my house. It's simple but 
comfortable. I decorated it myself in colors that 


reflect the desert - earth tones of browns, beige, 
rose, and red. I had the living room ceiling 
sponge-painted to resemble clouds drifting across 
the desert sky. There's no leather, of course, and 
I’ve tried to use natural materials and colors 
wherever possible. One of the reasons I bought 
this house is the fact that the builder was ecolog¬ 
ically sensitive. For instance, there are water- 
saver shower heads and plumbing fixtures in the 
bathroom, there are built-in recycling bins in the 
kitchen, and there’s a place to compost my 
garbage in the garden. I’m trying to do my part. I 
use rechargeable batteries and recycled toilet 
paper, and there is no Styrofoam in my cup¬ 
boards. 

I don’t ordinarily quote such long passages, 
but want you to see that the awfulness of the writ¬ 
ing is not my invention. If you’re wondering, the 
writing actually gets worse. A bad character 
“smile[s] politely and totally insincerely.” There 
is “a more primary purpose” in one character’s 
appearance. I could go on, for every page has a 
gaffe or several, but for kindness’ sake, I won’t. 

It takes special skill, of a negative kind, to take 
an inherently interesting topic, the high-pressure 
lives of tennis champions, and turn that topic into 
300-plus pages of insipid, annoying, worthless 
verbiage. According to a press release, The Total 
Zone “is the flagship volume in a projected series 
starring a savvy sleuth-in-spite-of-herself who 
intimately knows her way around the top-drawer 
tennis circuit.” As Jordan says, when she learns 
that a child molester/tennis coach has taken 
another victim, “this is not a good thing.” 

Some books are like train wrecks. You know 
that it’s ghoulish to watch, but you can’t turn 
away. Zone is a train wreck in spades. Perhaps * as 
a gift to readers everywhere, Navratilova might 
use her considerable financial resources to sup¬ 
port lesbian writers or publishers. She should pot, 
under any circumstances, consider writing more 
fiction. ▼

Johnston’s disco-inspired 
cabaret piece, Show! A Fairy 
Tale High. This rye often dark 
cabaret act is a reworking of his 
performance piece Show!, 
which was staged at Josie’s 


Juice Joint last May. 

“God, when I look at the 
company I’m in at Solo Mio - 
Allen Ginsberg, Cintra Wilson - 
I’m surprised like, ‘Wow, pat 
yourself on the back, because in 
just three years, you’ve gotten 
yourself into this important fes¬ 
tival with people who have been 
performing a long time.’ ” 


Maybe it has been just three 
years, but it was the preceding 
26 that formulated the material 
that goes into every one of 
Johnston’s songs and mono¬ 
logues. Following his father’s 
death in 1970, David, along with 
his mother and sister, eventually 
transplanted himself to the pic¬ 
turesque town of Mount Shasta, 
California, where Mrs. Johnston 
soon remarried. But in small¬ 
town America where denial is as 
popular as hair spray and jaunts 
to Wal-Mart, none of Mrs. 
Johnston’s new friends bothered 
mentioning that husband 
Number Two was a former wife 
and child beater. Needless to say, 
it didn’t take long for David’s 
mother to find out. While she 
turned toward religion for 
solace, David sought wisdom 
and comfort in - who else? - 
Donna Summers. Disco became 
an escape from domestic hell. 

“Because of the horrible situ¬ 
ation,” David remembers 
solemnly, “I just stayed in my 
room and lip-synched to her 
records, especially Once Upon a 
Time because it was a Cinderella 
story. You know, being trapped, 
looking for a way out, but going 
faster and faster to nowhere.” 

Liberating Odyssey 

Fortunately, he discovered a 
way out after high school by 
attending Pepperdine Univer¬ 
sity, where he was a communi¬ 
cations major. Yet if he felt 
alienated as a queer kid who 
swooned to disco in Mt. Shasta, 
being surrounded by third- and 
fourth-generation wealth in 
Malibu was no Cinderella story 
either. “I was terrified. I found 
myself lying about how much 
money my family had, just so 
I’d be liked.” 

Still damaged from his dys¬ 
functional home life, sexually

confused and uninterested in 
school, Johnston discovered in 
his sophomore year at 
Pepperdine what thousands of 
Southern California kids were 
on to in 1983: the infamous 
Odyssey Club in West Los 
Angeles. It was the music (fresh 
sounds like The Eurythmics, 
Duran Duran and, of course, 
Madonna), its sexually ambigu¬ 
ous climate and, most impor¬ 
tantly, its Goth attitude (hair, 
mascara and trench coats) that 
transformed David from Boy 
Wonder to Boy George 
overnight. “It was an amazing, 
liberating place where young 
kids could be free. I did every¬ 
thing there for the first time - 
drugs, speed, poppers, drank, 
kissed a girl, kissed a boy! It 
really influenced who I was and 
what I became.” 

What he became was a major 
speed freak who in the end 
failed out of Pepperdine, 
Pasadena Art Center and a host 
of community colleges along 
the way. “School, who cared? 
All I cared about was what I 


would wear that night to 
Odyssey. I was going five, six 
nights a week.” 

The untimely death of his 
mother, his near crackup 
(“When I couldn’t get speed, I’d 
chop up No Doze and snort it”), 
an overnight move to New 
Orleans (“Thanks, inheri¬ 
tance!”), a litany of boyfriends 
and dead-end jobs ripping ticket 
stubs at movie theatres contin¬ 
ued to spin Johnston into an 
orbit of drugs, depression and 
finally suicidal tendencies. And 
where did he crash? Where else? 
San Francisco. 

Cleaned up and as passionate 
about music as ever, David pur¬ 
chased a keyboard and began writ¬ 
ing music for anyone who would 
listen. Soon enough, he was 
offered a 15-minute stint at Josie’s, 
but had it not been for encouraging 
friends, it might have been his last. 
“I was throwing up outside on 
Josie’s patio,” David winces. “But 
I thought, what the hell, whip the 
vomit from your mouth and get up 
there on stage.” Still wracked by 
nerves (“I didn’t stop vomiting 
until I did Gone Dollywood at 
Kiki Galleiy”), Johnston forged 
ahead with such critically success¬ 
ful productions as ArtStar, Gone 
Dollywood (his ode to Ms. Parton 
), Latino Fan Club (a samba-fla¬ 
vored cabaret) and Show! 

Does he still panic over his 
career? “Not really. I know that 
I’m not even close to what I 
want to achieve and that the first 
three years have been just the 
beginning. It’s still very much 
‘Andy Hardy, let’s put on a 
show!’ ” Fortunately for him 
and for us. Solo Mio offers him 
that chance in a big way. ▼

Blur does for its scene-monger- 
ing - after all, they’ve been toil¬ 
ing away since 1982. It only 
makes sense that their sound 
would evoke shades of Roxy 
Music and David Bowie. Their 
American debut. His ‘n ’ Hers, is 
a slick and polished piece of 
work that mines the same lyrical 
motherlode as Blur. 

But whereas Blur celebrates 
the banality of suburban life, 
Pulp looks instead for its hid¬ 
den, sleazy underpinnings. 
Filled with tales of sexual des¬ 
peration, His V Hers paints a 
much darker portrait of modern- 
day Britain than Blur does. 

Not unlike an updated-for- 
the-’90s Marc Almond, lead 
singer Jarvis Cocker secretes 
massive amounts of suave 
sophistication and studied melo¬ 
drama in his vocal delivery. 
Earlier this year in Britain’s 
New Musical Express, he was 
hailed as the heir apparent of the 
throne once held by Brett 
Anderson. And though Cocker 


lacks the delicious sexual ambi¬ 
guity of the Suede singer (most 
of the songs here are about 
women), he displays flamboy¬ 
ance in spades. 

“You bought a toy that can 
reach the places he never goes 
and now it’s getting late - he’s 
so straight,” he sings on the hit 
single “Do You Remember the 
First Time?” And the wonder¬ 
fully overwrought “She’s a 
Lady”, sounds like an art-dam- 
aged reworking of the Gloria 
Gaynor classic “I Will Survive,” 
in all its disco extravagance. 

The British have always been 
quite good at producing eccen¬ 
tric pop stars with decent songs 
to boot. Blur and Pulp continue 
this tradition. These two records 
are an Anglophile’s wet dream. 
But even if you prefer a Super 
Big Gulp over a cup of tea, there 
is still much to like about these 
two monosyllabic new new- 
wave bands. ▼

educed to a trio of runners, the San 
Francisco Track & Field Club made its 
final showing of the 1994 season in style, 
capturing four gold medals at the NorCal 
Seniors Track Classic.

“I could tell my 
heart wasn’t in it today. But I’ll be back next season.” 

Finishing in style 

Lenderink finished the season in amazing style. 
After a somewhat disappointing showing in his indi¬ 
vidual races at the Gay Games, he came back from 
New York and trained hard for the 1500-meter event. 
The work paid off in Berkeley as he breezed to a per¬ 
sonal-best mark of 4:35.9 and a gold medal. He took 
the gold in the 800 meters as well. 

“I was happy with my time in the 1500 meters,” 
Lenderink said enthusiastically. “I worked to get my 
time down in that event after having done mostly 
speed work prior to the Gay Games. To get a person¬ 
al best mark made the training worthwhile and was a 
great way to finish the year.” 

The traditional close of the competitive track sea¬ 
son for the SFT&FC is usually the Club West 
Masters Meet in Santa Barbara in October, but the 
team is skipping that event this year. 

“The Gay Games really zapped us mentally and 
physically,” said Demby. “After our showing in New 
York, we don’t have much to prove. This was an out¬ 
standing year for us.” 

The SFT&FC will be taking a couple months off 
before beginning off-season training at Kezar in 
January 1995. The club will be participating in meets 
each year leading up to the 1998 Gay Games in 
Amsterdam. 

Said Demby, “We’ve got a great tradition to 
uphold, and we plan on proving that 1994 wasn’t a 
fluke. We’re real and we’re here to stay!” For more

Minutes before our interview, 
his wallet was lifted at a corner 
store on lovely 9th Street. 
Characteristically, the author 
was unruffled about his victim¬ 
ization, saying, “It’s good I still 
have a sense of humor about 
theft!” 


Roberto Friedman: You dedi¬ 
cate User to a long list of names 
like Dice, Legs, Rubber Band, 
Hammer Love... hustlers, users 
you’ve known? 

Bruce Benderson: Almost 
everyone on the list is a denizen 
of Times Square, and I tried to 
pull together in my mind every 
single person I met in Times 
Square in the past ten years who 
in some way influenced any¬ 
where from a word to an entire 
passage in the book. A lot of the 
names are street tags, and many 
of them describe street qualities, 
like Sugar Bear is a big, sweet 

guy- 

It’s really a striking dedica¬ 
tion. Usually in that space is 
something like, “To my mother 
and father” or “For my dear 
lover.” Also, I have to say you 
chose a beautiful title, with its 
connotations of drug user and 
also of someone who uses other 
people. 

Those are the two basic 
meanings, but also the title is a 
metaphor for capitalist culture, 
because middle-class people use 
underclass vitality. The fashion

and advertising industries vam- 
pirize the spontaneity and ener¬ 
gy of boxing, highly-spiced 
tropical foods, street attitudes, 
goatees ... a lot of the imagery of 
the street is taken advantage of 
by the media. But underclass 
people are constantly looking 
for an opportunity to take 
advantage of middle-class enti¬ 
tlement - either get some money 
or position or some momentary 
advantage out of it - so it’s a 
mutual use. 

Your interest in this scene 
seems deeply rooted in your per¬ 
sonal experience. I wonder how 
much of the fiction comes from 
your own life. 

I’m a person from an upper 
middle-class background who at 
this point spends at least half his 
time in the culture of the street. 
I’m pretty much an honorary 
alumnus of Times Square cul¬ 
ture. I know most of the long¬ 
time hustlers there. Often when 
people I know get out of jail, 
they stay at my house. I official¬ 
ly adopted a boy from the street 
who was homeless, who I 
helped raise. I’ve had many 
underclass lovers and enjoyed 
many male prostitutes in my 
time! 

And the drug use? 

Being a ’60s person. I’ve 
experimented with almost every 
drug you can imagine. The last 
time was more than seven years 
ago, when I used crack casually 
about 50 times and almost 
became addicted to it. 

The novel is unusual for 
being written from an insider 
view. You write about the plea¬ 
sure as well as the degradation 
of taking drugs. 

I wanted to rebegin the 
debate over drugs by starting 
with an acknowledgment of 
what the experience with drugs 
is, what the pleasure is, and have 
people at least vicariously expe¬ 
rience that pleasure so that they 
can judge it in a more clear¬ 
headed way. 

“The pleasure of a mouth 
and hands on a body charged 
with dope could arguably be 
worth any pain or complications 
that are to follow.” 

Right, that’s coming from a 
subjective point of view, fairly 
typical of people who take 
drugs: at the moment they’re 
receiving pleasure, that pleasure 
seems more important than any¬ 
thing they can possibly imagine. 

User segues back and forth 
between the voices of junkies, 
drag queens, a guy living with 
AIDS taking a walk on the wild 
side. I admire how you’re able 
to get into all these different 
heads. 

I can divide all the voices in 
my book into two major voices: 
the voices of the lost, the char¬ 
acters that belong to the under¬ 
class; and the objective narrator, 
a middle-class, culture-literate 
voice, essentially my own voice. 
No one has really found a way 
to articulate the underclass, 
since it has no voice, so I 
thought the only way I could 
create the experience was by 
creating a dialectic between the 
two voices. 

The novel takes on different 
forms as well: Cash’s letters 
from prison. Baby Pop’s court¬ 
room fantasy, the “Dear Death 
Diary”... . 


That pastiche method is a 
direct result of Manuel Puig’s 
influence on me. He was a men¬ 
tor for me before I was ever 
published, he appreciated my 
mentality, encouraged me to 
write. I was very influenced by 
his writing, and he often uses 
pastiche: letters, telephone con¬ 
versations, interior monologues. 

The only characters in the 
book who are treated with what 
I would call contempt are the 
two blond tourists from 
Missouri with their “larval bod¬ 
ies” who seem to represent the 
gay middle class. “They’d 
worked hard to forge a gay iden¬ 
tity clean of ludicrousness, 
ambiguity or doubt.” 

I hope that those characters 
aren’t treated contemptuously, 
because characters treated con¬ 
temptuously are flat unless 
they’re part of a satire, and the 
book is not really a satire. But I 
did want to oppose their identi¬ 
ty, which was based on middle- 
class identity politics, to the 
here-and-now changing identity 
of Apollo, who takes whatever 
identity works for the moment. I 
did think I could create a cri¬ 
tique of identity politics - gay 
lib and feminism - and show 
that they have rather static con¬ 
ceptions of identity and rather 
placid, unconsciously judgmen¬ 
tal attitudes about what it means 
to be gay. 

In one bar scene you create 
an incredible catalog of hustler 
traits: “If he’s really a profes¬ 
sional, he’ll finger the bulge in 
his pants as he exhales the first 
puff and portrays himself as not 
somebody who goes with just 
anybody, but a man about town 
with a respect for health and 
good eating habits, a playful 
dude who likes to get high on 
weed now and then with old 
friends, and a good sport who 
likes chocha but isn’t embar¬ 
rassed to have sex with a clean 
man.” 

Those traits are a really 
important part of what I was try¬ 
ing to do. There’s an entire artic¬ 
ulated culture of the streets and 
of the underclass, with smart 
people and dumb people, 
geniuses and fetal alcohol syn¬ 
drome types, faithful people and 
betrayers, people with incredi¬ 
ble senses of humor ... . You’ll 
find this culture in prisons, 
housing projects, group homes, 
and it’s never portrayed in any 
kind of media! These details of 
the culture - which is perhaps 
the only original culture that’s 
left, what defines a code of 
honor, ways of being polite, 
ways of being funny - I wanted 
to get as many of those details 
down as possible. The codes of 
behavior, the laws of vendetta, 
the kinds of presentation that are 
important, the way that you 
dress, walk, hold your hands - 
it’s all a different semiotic world 
than the one we’re familiar with. 
As close as it is to us on the 
street, it’s completely shut out 
from our experience. 

I’m not exempt from being a 
prisoner of the new global sub¬ 
urban culture. I’m a product of 
it. I couldn’t pretend to have any 
other frame of reference, but at 
least in an intelligent, vicarious 
way, I can be near and experi¬ 
ence a world that, by the sheer 
force of its degraded state, is not 
co-opted by this dreary mall cul¬ 
ture that is taking over the 
world. I feel free when I’m in it. 
It’s a way of dropping out 
momentarily before I return to 
the prison into which I was 
born. T

ence, though, and when the 
B.A.R. asked him what effect 
all these new gay comics will 
have on America, he responded, 
“It’s a difficult question to 
answer because I just can’t fore¬ 
see the future, but certainly gay 
themes have broken through to 
mainstream America on televi¬ 
sion, in theatre and in movies. 
For example, Philadelphia is 
just a very traditional melodra¬ 
matic story dealing with being 
gay, and people accepted it.” 

Martin’s comedy has always 
been victimless. “Is that a polit¬ 
ical strategy on your part? Do 
you think your comedy has a 
political end?” the B.A.R. 
asked. 

“Well, my only political end 
is to entertain and amuse peo¬ 
ple. I realized in doing my 
standup comedy, that to person¬ 
alize it, I would turn everything 
in on myself. It made, I think, 
the audience see me as a charac¬ 
ter rather than a guy standing up 
telling jokes. I always found it 
hard to criticize others, because 
there is always someone out 
there whom you victimize, 
someone sitting there watching 
it feeling bad. It seems not the 
way to entertain and amuse.” 
The audience applauded. 

Hormonal imbalance 

One picture for which the 
audience also clapped was Tom 
and Viv, a jaundiced look at T.S. 
Eliot and his “crazy” first wife 
with an unstoppable menstrual 
flow, starring Willem Dafoe and 
Miranda Richardson. Of course, 
by the end of the flick, we learn 
the dear wasn’t loony, just suf¬ 
fering from a hormonal imbal¬ 
ance. Unfortunately, the diagno¬ 
sis comes after she’s spent 11 
years baking cakes in a mental 
institution. 

A boy and his dad 

As for outright gay films and 
characters, they were sparser this 
year, unlike in 1993, where every 
other feature focused on a drag 
queen - and a tacky one at that. 

A prize winner for Best 
Script and a truly embracing 
film is Kevin Dowling’s The 
Sum of Us, which plays the Mill 
Valley Film Festival next 
month. Based upon the hit play 
by David Stevens, this slightly 
stagy Australian work is about a 
widower who enjoys his son’s 
homosexuality more than the 
lad does. Funny and warm, this 
one is a must-see. 

Director Dowling, who’s an 
American, was in attendance 
and said, “The script is some¬ 
what based around David 
Steven’s life. However, the 
father is almost exactly the 


opposite of what David’s father 
was. His father was very proper 
British and never accepted his 
homosexuality. But David 
became involved with a man 
who had a father very much like 
the one in the film. He woke up 
one morning in the arms of his 
lover, and there was the father 
asking, ‘Do you take sugar in 
your tea?’ ” 

Movies sans subtitles 

Numerous films were shown 
without English subtitles at this 
festival, but those following the 
Quebec language controversy 
knew better than to complain 
aloud. 

Une Histoire Qui N’a Pas De 
Fin (A Story That Hasn ’t Ended) 
was a documentary about peo¬ 
ple with AIDS. Although the 
Belgian documentary La 
Saintete Stephane (1961-1986) 
had no subtitles, not many were 
needed. This was Gerard 
Preszow’s tribute to the talent¬ 
ed, young, apparently bisexual 
artist Stephane Mandelbaum. 
Among his fascinating portraits 
were many depictions of him¬ 
self as deformed and mutilated. 
He was murdered at age 25. 
Sadly, considering the subject 
matter, the work and the people 
who adored Stephane, this pic¬ 
ture is not that engaging. 

The Canadian Quand 
Lamour Est Gai (When Love Is 
Gay), a talking-heads docu¬ 
mentary, was Greek to me. Its 
director, Laurent Gagliardi, 
promises it will be subtitled in 
the next few months. The film 
“aims to break the silence that 
surrounds male homosexuality.” 

Gagliardi believes there’s an 
important distinction to be made 
between being homosexual and 
being gay. “That for me is cru¬ 
cial because being ‘homosexu¬ 
al,’ mostly you stay in the clos¬ 
et, or you do a very small com¬ 
ing out, or you do not accept 
yourself. Instead, being ‘gay’ is 
you make a real coming out. 
You proclaim that you are gay. 
It’s a type of militancy. The day 
you say, ‘I’m gay,’ it’s in some 
way being an activist.” 

‘Strawberry’ 
coming soon 

Other gay flicks that have or 
will soon screen in SF were 
Monica Treut’s Taboo Parlor 
segment of the Erotique trilogy; 
the short Thick Lips, Thin Lips, 
an essay on racist, homophobic 
violence; and The Last Supper. 
In Supper, a gay dancer with 
AIDS kills himself. The lead 
actor reportedly died a few days 
after the shooting was over. 

And coming next month to 
the Mill Valley fest (with a the¬ 
atrical premiere in early 1995) 
is the Cuban hit Strawberry and 
Chocolate, which will be pre¬ 
viewed in these pages two 
weeks hence. T
